FOR A THREEFOLD CELEBRATION, 


The Rev. K. C. Towne Would Give Chicago, 
New York, and Washington Alla Show. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special. }— 

The Rev. Edward C. Towne, B. A., who was 
Chauncey Depew’s classmate at Lale, nas 
matured a plan for @ threefold discovery of 
America celebrauon to be observed in Chi- 
cago, New York, and Washington. Mr. 
Towne is the proprietor of a bureau of litera- 
ture, science, and study. He claimed the 
credit for preparing Chauncey Depew’s cen- 
tenniul oration, and, declinmg to waive his 
claim to its authorship and settle in full for 
$200, sued Mr. Depew for $1,500. In the pres- 
ent case, however, Mr. Towne offers his 
services to the Chicago committee without 
charge, except his expenses, so this sugges- 
tion may be taken without fear of a bill for 
damages. He makes many interesting points, 
one beige that Columbus did not dis- 
cover America proper-—the continental 
mainiland—till August, 1498. Mr. Towne gives 
the credit to the Cabots, father and son, 
for planting a great cross on fhe 
North American mainland June 24. 1497. 
He therefore thinks the celebration should 
begin in 1897, but would be willing to com- 
promise on 1895, which is the middle year of 
the Columbus period. These historical hints 
will not bo without value if Congress con- 
cludes there 1s not time enough to get ready 
for a celebration in 1892. The year once 
agreed on Mr. Towne’s pian iz to open a New 
York World's Exposition in May and four 
weeks later one in Chicago. While they 
would necessarily be alike in many features, 
they might also bé based on contrasting in- 
terests, such as trade in New York and pro- 
duction in Chicago. Otber great centers 
might arrange local expositions, so that the 
continent would blossom with celebrations of 
one kind and another. 


GOTHAWM’S LATEST WORLD’S FAIR BILL 


The Legisiative Committee the Guilty 
Party This Time—The Site. 

New York, Jan. 10.—The legislative com- 
mittee of the World’s Fair Committee has 
prepared an act to provide for an exhibi- 
tion of arts, sciences, manufactures, and 
products of the soil, mine, and sea in the 
City.of New York.” It provides that the 
Mayor. Aldermen, and commonalty of the city 
will be empowered to acquire lands and to 
erect, furnish, and equip buildings in the 
eity for the Fair. Lands may be acquired 
for the purpose either in fee or for a term of 
years in any part of Hiverside or Morning- 
side Parks. A Board of Exhibition Commis- 
sioners will be appointed with the Governor 
of the State atits head. They can close or 
open any streets, avenues, or public places 
adjacent to the site selected for the 
Fair. Whenever the board deter- 
mines that any pilots or parcels 
of land are necessary for the Fair they shall 
make application at a special term of the 
Supreme Court for the appointment of a 
board of estimate, consisting of three disin- 
terested persons, to make a just and eguita- 
bie estimate of the loss and damage to the 
owners of the proverty required. The Su- 
preme Court shall have power to amend or 
correct any variance or imperfection in pro- 
ceedings taken in relation to estimates.

We have comparatiVély few old 
people in Chicago, and I think we shali see a 
proportionately low death rate when the epi- 
demic is passed. 

“What treatment do you advise for the 
disease, doctor!“ 

advise my patients to confine them- 
selves to bed as much as possible while thev 
are ill. It certainly prevents complications. 
Hot foot baths relieve somewhat the unpleas- 
ant feelings in the heaa, and these I recom- 
mend along with light diet and such remedies 
as quiet nervous restlessness. Autipyrine 
seems to do this in an admirable manner. As 
convdlescence approaches I advise tonic doses 
of quinine.” 

Dr. Gilman still has his hands full of work 
owing to the grip. He manages to get one 
meal a day at home, but had no time to talk 
last night. His assistant volunteered the 
statement that there appeared no diminution 
in the prevalence of the disease. 

At Rogerson’s undertaking establishment 
on West Madison street the only death cer- 
tificate up to date bearing in any way on the 
prevalent disease was one handed in yes- 
terday ofan old man. January is usually 
the heaviest month in the year with under- 
takers and the present is not unusually so. 

WHAT THE DOCTORS SAY. 

Dr. V. C. McClure of Warren avenue and 
Robey street has been in actual practice for 
over fifty years, and well remembers an in- 
fluenza epidemic in 1838 and in other years. 
The present trouble is, according to the doc- 
tor, nothing but old-fashioned influenza, 
ana Russia has nothing whatever to 
do with it. He laughs at the idea 
of it being a contagious malady 
and says that the microbes exist only in the 
minds of a certain few of the profession who 
‘dre endeavoring to “get up“ something 
new. Many people in the physician’s vicin- 
ity may have bud colds, due to local atmos- 
pheric influences, but there is no more sick- 
ness than iu other years at this period. But 
one case of pneumonia has come under his 
notice since the opening of the fall. 

Dr. J. D. Skeer of No. 681 Washington 
boulevard differs widely from the physician 
last quoted, and believes the gripto be a 
modified form of Russian influenza, and that 
it came here from Europe by easy stages. 
Dr. Skeer believes it to be mildly contagious 

and due to some kind of micro-organism, but 
that this is not vet definitely decided by the 
profession. He says that there is much 
more sickness at present than there was last 
year at this time, and more cases of pnue- 
monia as a sequel to influenza and want of 
proper care. No deaths have occurred in his 
peactice during the season. Dr. Skeer is 
temporarily confined to his house by a mild 
attack of the disease of which he spoke. 

Dr. H. S. Hahn of No. 280 Warren avenue 
is utterly without faith in the microbe theory 
and says that the prevailing trouble is an iu- 
fluenza due to the weather and nothing else, 
being in no sense of the word contagious. He 
says, also, that while there is much more sick- 
ness this year than heretofore the death rate is 
no greater. The malady springs from local 
eauses, and is a native American, not an 
adopted Russian. The trouble is malarial, 
and should be treated as such. No cases of 
death from the grip have come under his no- 
tice where there were not serious complica- 
tions. Tne latter, however, were not superin- 
duced by the influenza. 

) DRUGGISTS DOING A GREAT TRADE. 

What West Side physicians say about the 
low death rate in that vicinity is fully borne 
out by J. M. Adams and Francis Chaffee, 
undertakers on West Madisou street. Both 
gay that while the dead under their charge 
number more at this season than some others, 
yet there is no noticeable increase over last 
year, and, in fact, Mr, Chaffee thinks the 
number now to be smaller than twelve 
months ago.

THE DAMAGE DONE IN THE VICINITY. 


Heavy Plate-Giass Windows Smashed into 


Countiess Pieces—Goods Injured. 

The damages to buildings in the neigh bor- 
hood ot the explosion were alarming and 
peculiar. The concussion—some say there 
was a succession of them—appears to bave 
produced erratic movementsin the surround- 
ing air and results unexpected and ordinari- 


ly unexplainabie. 
The rear of H. M. Marks & Co.’s merchant 


Clark street is at almost a right angie with 
the rear of the building in which the ex- 
plosion occurred. 

J. B. Fox. one of the salesmen, graphically 
tells of the incident and of the terror it pro- 
duced. He maintains there were two shocks 
in rapid succession. The first shattered the 
glass and burst in portions of the. window 
casings and partiuon in the rear, and ere 
the sounds of the crackling glass had ceased 
a tremendous crash was heard in the front, 
and the plate-glass windows were sent fly ing 
in countiess pieces into the store. 

At the same time the building quivered as 
if shaken by an earthquake, and clerks and 
customers made a wild dash for the side- 
walk. 

The peculiarity here was that the plate- 
gloss windows in the front were sent fying 
in fragments inwards, covering the front of 
the store for many feet back with glass 
shattered into minute pieces.

with such force and in the face, as it were, 
of the direct line of the explosion, that they 
cut through the heaviest on the tables. 
One piece of thick meiton was gashed in a 
number of places as with a kuife. And to 
further show the peculiar erratic character 
of the concussion the beveled and stained 
giassforming the top of the windows was 
left uninjured, although they were only sep- 
arated from the lower windows by athin strip 
of wood. The damage in this store altogether 
will amount to about $2,000, and is fully cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Mr. Fox, aithough terribly frightened, had 
notaltogether lost his business facuities. 
The shortest road to the sidewalk that he 
saw was through the shattered window, and 
he cleared it with a jump. Just as be landed 
on the curbstone he saw a customer for 
whom he had a few seconds before tied up a 
suit of clothes rush through the door. He 
stopped the customer, telling him that the 
terms of the firm was cash on delivery. “All 
right.” said the man with the bundle. I 
paid for the clothes,” and a check for the 
amount was found on the floor. It had been 
shaken off the desk where he laid it. 

AT OTHER STCRES. 

At W. Goodkind & Co.’s shoe store, No. 
185 Clark street, there were queer freaks of 
the explosion. The plate-glass window in 
‘the front of the north half of the store was 
shattered into smithereens, while the side 
window adjoining it, and which was of com- 
paratively thin glass, was unharmed. On 
the south half of the store only one smull 
top light was broken. All the giass in the 
rear of the store was broken and the win- 
dow casings and other woodwork were 
ose The loss on broken giass will be

In ‘the cigar and tobacco store of Harry 
Green & Co., No. 181 Clark street, the con-

cussion hkewise played pranks with the 
giass and goods in the store. The entire 
glass in the front was blown to pieces with 
the exception of the tuin side glass. In the 
rear of theStore there were six large panes, 
and only the two middie ones were shat- 
tered. These, however, were hurled inwards 
with such force that their pieces sunk deep 
intothe woodwork and other things they 
came in contact with. The rear of the store 
is coupled by the National Cash Register 
company, and the fiving giass bored holes 
into several of the registers, while the con- 
cussion twisted and disorganized several 
more of them. The register company say 
their loss is about $500. The loss to the cigar 
store is about $250. 


CAUSE OF TUE EXPLOSIUN A MYSTERY. 


The Engineer's Account of the Disaster—A 
Superintendent“ Experience, 

Charies Wilson, the engineer, was lying on 
a couch at his home, No. 209 Larrabee street, 
last night when a TRIBUNE reporter called to 
see him. Both arms were swathed in flannel 
to the elbows. 

“Sorry I can’t shake hands,“ he said, but 
take a seat. I can’t understand how it hap 
pened. 1 am always particular about my 
boiler, and especially about the water. I 
always keep about two gauges and a half of 
water. I started to oil up the little pump 
that raises water to the upper floors. Itis 
about twelve feet from the boiler. I looked 
up and saw four and a half gauges, and be- 
tween sixty-eight and seventy pounds of 
steam. We are allowed eighty, but as there was 
not much work doing on tne floors where the 
power is used on account of the feeders’ 
strike, i had been running on sixty-tive to 
seventy pounds all day. I had just started to 
oil the pump when I was thrown the length 
of this house—about fifty feet—and landed 
on the machinisi’s bench against the east 
wali. I wasn’t hurt much, and still had my 
oil-can in my hand. I didn’t know what had 
hitme, ang didn’t hear anything till the 
steam began to come out and fill the room. 
I put my band to the wall and ped aion 
to where I knew there was a window. As 
reached up for this and laid my hands on the 
window-sill 60 as to jump out, a fresh 
stream of steam struck my 
but 1 hung on, Knowing it was 
my only chance, and succeedea 
ein raismg myself up and 
out. My arms were bare, ut 
didn’t know I was so badly scaided until 
afverwards. From the alley I entered the 
rear of the store to see What was the matter. 
After I got into the store my arms began to 
pain me and they took me out the front door.

w. J. Hartman, superintendent of the 
manufacturing devartment, said:

was, and was talking to a customer about a 


job. Then the glass begantofiy. I heard no 


report, but simply the sound of breaking and 
falling glass. jumped up and started to- 
wards the front of the store. I had no hat 


on, and there was a regular hailstorm of 


glass coming down. Ahead of me I saw Miss 
Chureh, the typewriter, trying to get to the 
door, but she couldn't go as fast as 
she wanted to, so 1 lifted her up 
and carried her along. All the rest of the 
clerks .on this floor—some twenty-five or 
thirty Ishould say—made a break for the 
front. 

At first we couldn't get the door open tor 
some reason or other—perhaps it was be- 
cause we were all so excited. I was cut on 
the back of the head in several places and on 
the ear, but they are all small cuts. I wish 
everybody had got off as easy as 1 did. 

By the time we got the door opened I was 
biveding like a pig, so I stepped across the 
street to wash off the blood. As I turned 
back I saw ali the front windows full of our 
men, and some were starting to climb down 
the-fire-escapes. I motionea and shouted to 
them to stay where they were. 

“When I got back into the store it was 
full of steam: che engines had begun to play. 
I went around trying to hunt up the injured 
men, but most of tnem had been taken away. 

The greatest damage to the stock will be 
in the basement, where a lot of paper was 
stored. The basement was pretty well filled 
with water. 

‘*T can’t imagine what caused the accident, 
for the boilers were only about four years 
old and were inspected only a few months 
ago. The engineer, Charles Wilson, has 
worked here for seven or eight years off and 
on, and he is a careful man.“ 


SHE THOUGHT OF THE VAULT LATER. 


Flight of the Cashier—Excitement in Rec- 
tur’s Oyster House. 

Miss Myers is the cashier of the establish- 
ment. At the first roar of the explosion she 
jumped fora side window overiooking the 
court between the Morris building and Rec- 
tor’s restaurant. Throwimg up the sash she 
climbed over the ledge and slid down the 
wall till her feet touched the iron shut- 
ter of a basement window. Then she 
jumped eight teet and fainted in the 
broken glass and mortar that overlaid 
the court pavement to a depth of half a foot. 
Employés of the restaurant found her there 
and carrie@ her indoors. She was bysterical 
and cried repeatedly, “*{ Have left the vauit 
door open, and begged everybody to let her 
go back and @iose it. When she had been re- 
stored she was sent home in charge of one of 
the clerks. 

Rector’s people themselves had a pretty 
bad scare. The full shock of the 
explosion was felt in the restaur- 
ant. 4 1 or thirty men and 
wowen were lunching at the time, and they 
all followed the impulse of a panicky fear 
and broke for the street. Tables and chairs 
were knocked over, lobsters and oysters 
strewed the floor, and nobody thought of an 
interview with the cashier. About ten feet 
of plaster was chopped out of the — 
the kitchen as clean as tuough a lather 
done the work. 


TO PREVENT SUCH ACCIDENTS, 


Ald. Danham’s Scheme to Apply the United 
States Law to All Bollers. 

Ald. Dunham of the Twenty-fourth Ward 
introduced an ordinance in the Council some 
weeks ago for the better protection of life 
and wroperty through the proper manage- 
ment of boilers. He said lastevening: “If 
that ordinance had been adopted this acci- 
dent would not have occurred, but some of 
the small potato Aldermen opposed it because 
it might interfere with a couple of so-called 
engineers among their constituents who 
know no more about a boiler than they do 
about Greek.“ 

„What was the character of the ordi- 
nance?’’ 

„ Well it merely proposed to apply the 
United States law in reference to steam boil- 
er inspecuon to the City of Chicago. We 
tugmen have to comply with the United 
States law, and I think if you will look up 
the record you will find that since the law 
began to be enforced there have been no 
boiler accidents on the river.”’ 

““W hat is the precaution?”’ 

„Well, on the top of each boiler is what is 
called a pop valve. When the steam ap- 
proaches the strength or capacity of the 
boiler this pop vaive, whichisin the form 
of a spiral tube, is litted out of its position. 
The steam thereupon escapes, and the danger 
point is passed. 

‘Then there is another precaution that is 
used, and which my ordinance contemplated 
enforcing. This is known as the fusible 
plug. It is inserted in the boiler at the point 
of greatest heat. As longas the water in 
the boiler is abeve the plug there is no 
danger. When we water fails below the 
plus it melts and the steam escapes, extin- 
guishing the fire. Those two tests or precau- 
tions are unerring. There is no mistake. 
Theré is not the possibility of mistake if 
those devices are used. And there is no rea- 
son why they should not be used. The cost 
will not exceed $15 per annum. The average 
cost will not exceed $5 per annum. Without 
an ordinance most of the packers use it. 
Marshall Field uses both devices in his boilers. 
Indeed all the leading establishments use 
the device.”’ 

What then is the cause of the opposition?“ 

It really arises from alack of understand- 
ing. Ail the capable engineers favor it. Some 
of them have waited on me and urged me to 
press it. The principal clause of the ordi- 
nance is the following: 

“It shall ve the duty of everyfowner or other 
person using steam boilers in the City of Chi- 
cago to provide and properly affix thereto a 
full complement of try cocks, one water 
gauge, one steam gauge, one or more safety 
vaives of suitable dimensions, one of which 
safety valves shall be a Spring or pop vulve 
and plugs of good Bates tin to de in- 
ser in a suitable manner in the 
flues, crown sheet, or other parts of the boiler 
most exposed to the heat of the furnace when 
the water falls below ite prescribed limits, all to 
be subject to the approval of the inspector; and 
to provide and properly attach to each boiler a 
gocd and sufficient force pump or other means of 
supplying the boiler with water, which shall aleo 
be subject to the approval of the inspector. 

Even in the public schools the engineers 
disregard those u provisions for tke pro- 
tection of life. Someday there will be an 
explosion endangering the lives of thousands 
of children. The Aldermen do not fully ap- 
preciate the weécessity of better protection. 
If they did they would have passed this 
ordipance lone ago. I think the event of 
yesterday wiil insure the —_ of this 
ordinance. I shall certainly press it.”

Wasn D. C., Jan. 10.—[Special. |— 
Senator Call 1s still after Cuba as au addi- 
tion to the territory of the United States. He 
attaches little importance to the denial sent 
out by cable from Madrid of the statement 
set forth in his resolution introduced in the 
Senate that the Island of Cuba is heavily 
pledged to the German creditors of Spain. 
He adheres to his statement and regards his 
sources of information on the subject as en- 
tirely trustwortay. 

„We need not look to the home Govern- 
ment at Madrid for the truth as to the em- 
barrassments of Cuba,” Mr. Call said; no- 
body supposes that Spain wants to part with 
the island, and therefore no one need be 
surprised at the efforts to pooh-pooh at Mad- 
rid the whole queswon affecting the setting 
up of a new authority in Cuba. The truth, 
however, is obtainable elsewhere. My in- 
formation comes from the men heavily in- 
terested in the N values of the island, 
but who réside in this country. They 
have had occasion and opportunity 
to watch the developments there 
much more closely than any one in Spain 
could have done or really was interested in 
doing. Naturally they are much alarmed. 
The government that Spain provides for the 
island is wasteful and corrupt, and as a re- 
sult values there are steadily declining. The 
desire is to arrest this state of affairs before 
there is a collapse or foreciosure, and the ap- 
peal for intervention is made to this Govern- 
ment because so many of our citizens have a 
right to a full and frank statement from the 
Spanish Government, not only as to the pres- 
ent situation of affairs on the island but as 
to what the future promises.“

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, by 
arecent decision, has reversed the ruling 
heretofore made and held by former Com- 
missioners on tne C. O. D. subject. The 
following extract is made from his decision: 

I am of the opinion that when a person makes 
a bona fide offer to purchase goods and directs 
in the same order that the goods shall be sent by 
a common carrier or any one else to a place 
designated by him, the price to be paid at the 
place of may fy and the ordér is accepted by 
the seller, and the goods are separated from 
goods of the seller, as the 

purchaser, and are de- 

1 the carrier with instruc- 
tions to deliver to the purchaser at the place 
named by him, and collect the purchase money 
at that place, that the place of sale, under the 
law of Congress imposing a special tax upon 
wholesale dealers, is the pomt at which the 
goods are ordered, and sft apart, and delivered 
to the carrier, The true test is, was the offer on 
the part of the purchaser a bona fide one to buy, 
and was it so accepted by the seller? If the 
purchaser should decline to receive the goods 
and pay for them could the seller maintain an 
action for the price thereof? Any other rule, it 
seems to me, would be doing great violence to 
the acts of Congress imposing these taxes.” 


The President and War Department offi- 
cials have changed their views regarding the 
appointment of civilians to second lieutenan- 
cies in the army. It was practically deter- 
mined several weeks ago to appoint the sons 
ot three or four prominent officers to these 
positions, but there has beén such pressure 
from so many sources that the authorities, 
to avoid offending their friends, have wisely 
concluded that any appointment made snall 
be the result of the competitive examination.

Not long ago 
the negroes began to threaten that they 
would force their way into the 
High School building, and with 
that end in view instituted mandamus 
proceedings to compel the board to redistrict 
the town on what was termed a more equit- 
able“ basis. Pending the decision of this 
case a few negro families came into the high 
school district with the avowed object of 
sending their children to the High ool 
building. 

Yesterday eight or ten colored children, 
accompanied by their parents, applied for ad- 
mission. Admission was at t refused, 
but the demand ve persisted in the Su- 
perintendent assigned a few of them to 
rooms in the lower grades. They were no 
however, assigned classes by the teachers o 
the grades where they were piaced. At the 
forenoon recess the colored children were 
attacked by the whites and driven off the 
ground. They did not return during the day. 

Intense feeling prevails here. The white 
people are fully determined that black chil- 
dren shall not attend the white schools. The 
blacks are equally determined to send their 
children, 

At the hour of opening school today all the 
colored children, accompanied by their par- 
ents, marched to the High School building 
and demanded admittance. A body of white 
citizens who had assembled for the purpose 
resisted the demand, and the City wfarshal, 
who searched several of the negroes, found 
revolvers and other weapons in their posses- 
sion, Maly of the whites were also armed 
to resist any effort to force an entrance on 
the rt of the blacks, The biacks finally 
withdrew. 

At a meeting this afternoon the School 
Board of Upper Alton resolved to dismiss the 
colored people in Salus Addition and substi- 
tute a mix school in its place. This is a 
complete victory for the biac The whites 
threaten to desert the school and to default 
on their school taxes. 


THAT NEW EXTRADITION TREATY. 


Provisions of the One Which Lerd Salisbury 
and Minister Lincoln Have Submitted. 
Orrawa, Out., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—A copy 

of the draft of an extradition treaty agreed 

upon by Lord Salisbury and the American 

Minister in London for submission to the 

various legisiative bodies for sanction has 

been forwarded to the Governor General 
from the Foreign Office and handed by him 
to the Hon. Joseph Chapleau, Secretary of 

State. The portion of that treaty which 

deals with extradition is comprised in Art. 

10. The crimes mentioned in that section as 

extraditable are murder. assault with intent 

to commit murder, piracy, arson, robbery, 
forgery, and utterance of forged paper. 
@ new treaty recites that 

Whereas it is desired by her Britannic Majesty 
and the United States of America that the pro- 
visions of said Articie 10 should embrace certain 
other crimes not therein specified, therefore the 
high contracting parties, after conferences be- 
tween Lord Salisbury and Minister Lincoln, had 
agreed that the following crimes, in additien to 
those mentioned in Article 10, should be hence- 
forth extraaitable—namely: Attempt or con- 
spiracy to murder,mansiaughter, counterfeiting or 
altering money and uttering counterfeit or altered 
money, burglary, embezzlement, or larceny of an 
sum or article of the value of $50 and u wate, 
rape or indecent assault on females, malicious 
injury to property whereby the life of any ver- 
son is endangered, criminal scuttling or destroy- 
ing vessels on the high seas or on the great 
lakes of North America or attempting or con- 
spiring to do so, assault on board a vessel on the 
h seas or on the great lakes of North America 
with intent to destroy life or to do grievous bod- 
ily harm. 

Any person who has been convicted of any 
of these crimes, but who bas not served bis 
sentence, shall be extraditable. The treaty 
shall not have retrospective force that is, 
it will not apply to crimes committed before 
tne legislative sanction has been given to it. 
Crimes of a political character are not in- 
cluded in its provisions, and if the prisoner 
can show the court that the real 
object of those making requisition for 
his surrender is to try him for a 
political offense he shall be set at liberty. A 
fugitive criminal who has been acquitted of 
the charge for which extradition was sought 
shall not be tried for any other offense com- 
mitted prior to the date of his extradiuon un- 
til he has first had an opportunity of return- 
Was er- 


tradited. 
The treaty may be terminated by notifica- 
tion from either of the contracting parties. 


LESCLIDE WANTED IN CHICAGO, TOO, 


A Defauliter to Sprague’s Collection Agency 
of This City—Held in Philadelphia. 

Pirrs¥reL_p, Mass., Jan. 10.—Frank D. Les- 
clide, who was arrested yesterday in Phiia- 
deiphia at the instance of Chief of Police 
Nicholson of this town charged with obtaining 
money by false pretenses and fraud, came to 
this place Dec. 1 in company with J. W. 
Harris and Frank Warr of Chicago. They 
claimed to be agents of a bad debt collecting 
association, that it was incorporated under

R. G. Dun & Co.'s, «commercial fagency.

NIC MICHELS GETS A GOOD JOB. 


He Is Hired to Assist in Fighting the 
Boodle Claims. 

The question of Sighting the ‘‘boodle” claims 
was before the Public Service Committee of the 
County Board yesterday, and Commissioner 
Maloney, seconded by Keily, Bonner, and Struck- 
man, fought against the employment of Nic 
Michels as assistant to the County Attorney in 
the dboodle cases. The question came up in 
the shape of a recommendation by the Finance 
Committee to the board urging that Michels 
be employed at a salary of $2,500 per year 
to assist the County Attorney. As soon as 
Chairman Schubert brought the matter up yes- 
terday Commissioner Maloney took the floor and 
talked for half an hour. He thought County 
Attorney Terhune ought to be able to fight the 
boodle cases. Maloney grew eloquent in his de- 
nunciation of Michels. He was one of the 
crowd,“ he said, “and then turned in and be- 
trayed his friends and got under cover himself, 
and Idon't want any such men as that in mine. 
I've got no use for a squesler.”’ 

Commissioner Scaubert said that Maloney was 
evidently misinformed; that Michels had ex- 
posed the boodiers and assisted to prosecute 
them. but no honest man had ever before accused 
him of being implicated with the boodie ring in 
their dealings. 

Commissioner Kelly thought the whole thing 
looked like a scheme of Michels to make the 
county pay for evidence in his possession which 
properly belonged to the county anyway. 

County Attorney Terhune was called on to 
state his position. He suid that Michels had 
demonstrated to him personally that his knowl- 
edge of the case would be invaluable aid in fight 
ing the boodle claims. 

On motion of Commissioner Monheimer the 
recommendation ofthe Finance Committee to 
bire Michele was adopted, Maloney alone vot- 
ing against it. 

A report from the City Health Department on 
the sanitary condition of the Jail and Criminal 
Court Building showed a wretched condition of 
affairs in those institutions. The report, which 
was made by Chief Inspector Young, says: 
„% Foul air from the sewers runs through the 
space between cells and into the same fiue that 
supplies tne cells. There are no traps or sinks 
on the bathtubs in the woman's department, 
and the plumbing in the jail office and kitchen 
laundry is very defective.” 

The Committee on Jail and Criminal Court was 
instructed to take the report and bring in a plan 
at the next meeting to obviate the trouble, 
County Agent Foley reported the new relief sta- 
tion at No. 6251 State street as ready to dis:

WAIT TILL THE SPRING OF 1803. 

Some weeks ago Tur TRIBUNE suggested 
that the World’s Fair be opened not in the 
spring of 1892, six months before the day 
when Columbus discovered America, but if 
the spring of 1803; that the memorable Octo- 
ber day when he sighted land be honored by 
holding oratorical services at Washington, 
or whatever city might be selected, and that 
the Exposition commence in the following 
spring and continue through the summer. It 
was pointed out that two years was too short 
atime in which to getup a great exposition, 
while three years would just fill the bill and 
would give the city where Congress decided 
the Fair should be held—presumptively Chi- 
cago—abundant time to make the necessary 
preparations, 

The impropriety of an anachronistic show 
in the spring of 1892 has dawnéd on a num- 
ber of the Senators since this paper ex- 
plained the situation, and men like Edmunds, 
Stanford, Sherman, Hawley, Wilson, etc., 
are saying that the earlier date will not give 
time enough. They point out that two 
years from aext summer everybody will be 
wrapped up in a Presidential campaign. The 
country will be full of politics, and will have 
but little time to spare for the big Fair. 

But some of the Senators, in their anxiety 
to show that they have done some thinking 
for themselves, take the ground that the 
Fair must be put off till 1895. Not only is it 
unnecessary to wait that long, for any city 
which is fit to have the Fair can get ready in 
three years, but some of the objections to 
1802 are applicable to 1895. True, there will 
be no Presidential eleetion, but it will be the 
year before one, and the country will not be 


in the best of moods tor shows. Nor would 


1894 be any better, for the two parties would 
then be fightimg for the control of the House 
of Representatives and of State Legislatures, 
and for Governors and other State officers. 
But in 1893 nothing political will be going on 
that will distract popular attention. The 
ship of State will be in the slackestiof slack 
water. The new Administration will be in, 
and will be attending to routine duty. 

So let it be 1893. Oct. 12, 1892, a corner- 
stone of some building may be laid or the 
great orators of America may assemble and 
blow their horns. By the time that celebra- 
tion is held the city of the Fair—Chicago, of 
course—will have made so much headway in 
the laying out of grounds, the construc- 
tion of buildings, and the development of 
plans for exhibits that the speakers of the 
12th, when they invite their hearers and the 
rest of mankind to come around the follow- 
ing spring and see the grand physical dis- 
play which is to be held, will be abie to men- 
tion in bold outline the leading features of 
the coming Exposition. 


THE SECRET OF THE WEATHER. 

It is due to Gen. Greely, the Chief of the 
Signal Service, to say that, while ne has con- 
spicuously failed to reguiate the weather and 
While the cold waves which have been regu- 
larly announced this winter have as regular- 
ly failed to materialize, he has determined to 
find out the cause of the muddle in the 
weather machinery and to explain to the 
public why it is that we are having such a 
mild winter. It has been the favorite theory 
of some of the wiseacres that the warm 
weather has been caused by the near ap- 
proach of the Gulf Stream to;the Atiantic 
coast. The Government hydrographer, how- 
ever, has d sposed of this theory by showing 
that the Gulf Stream has not changed its 
course, and Gen. Greely himself also takes 
issue with the theory and shows that the 
stream has nothing to do with the antics of 
the weather, first, because the wind has 
been off shore steadily, and, second, because 
if 1% were true the high temperature would 
have been monopolized by the Atlantic coast 
region, whereas the mildness and abnormal 
condition of the temperature have been most 
strongly marked in the Mississippi Valley. 
It is probable that the theory grows out of 
the inability of the theorists to find any 
other cause which can be heid to blame, and 
that the fault has been laid to the Gulf 
Stream muchas in domestic affairs mysteries 
which cannot be otherwise accounted for are 
land to the cat. 

Gen. Greely’s theory seems to. have the 
elements of probability in its favor. He ac- 
counts for the extraordinary character of the 
weather by the equal'y extraordinary con- 
duct of the storms, blizzards, and cbid waves. 
Piénty of cold waves have started from the 
extreme West to secure us a reasonably cold 
winter, ana if they had followed their usual 
course of traveling straight east we would 
have had it. Ordinarily these storms take 
the air-line route across country to the 
Atlantic, but according to Gen. Greely they 
have taken the route north of the fortieth 
parallel, most of them north of tne great 
lakes, and only one of them south of the 
Canadian border, and have followed the St. 
Lawrence to the sea. Thus Car has mo- 
nopolized the cold weather. The result of 
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| this continuous rush of the cold waves away 
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ones, toward 
of ric disturbance, and thu 
we have ‘as mild winter, which 
has disgruntled the fur men and 
the coal men and the ‘overcoat men, upset 
business of alf kinds, filled the heart of the 
housekeeper with sad forebodings as she

the weather this winter and last is only a 
freak, and has not come to stay, as many 
have imagined, If the General be correct 
we must charge it to Canada. Next winter 
she may. gét even with us, and-then those 
who are row so wise in manufacturing 
theories to account for the warm weather 
will be equally put to it to account for the 
cola weather, and Canada in turn may be 
complaining of us. 


SENATOR ALLISON'S RE-ELECTION, 

Notwithstanding the close division in the 
Iowa House and the complications arising 
out of the prohibition and other local issues 
(several members wh are really Republicans 
having been elected as Independents owing 
to disaffection on the liquor question) no In- 
dependent or Republican candidate has yet 
appeared to contest the Senatorship against 
Senator Allison. To all appearance he is the 
only candidate who will be voted for in the 
Republican caucus, and he will get the solid 
Republican support and that of several of the 
so-called Independents, who are in fact merely 
anti-prohibition Republicans. While on the 
liquor quesuon Senator Allison has accepted 
faithfully the doctrine laid down by the lowa 
Republicans, his candidacy for the Senate 
properly rests on his merit ana fitness as a 
National Republican statesman, and not on 
local issues with which in his Senatorial 
capacity he can have nothing to do. It would 
not be surprising if he should command the 
support of all the anti-prohibition Republic- 
ans, as weil as of those who occupy the pecul- 
iar position of the Iowa Ke publicans on that 
quesuo0n. 

It is not likely any weight will be attached 
to the claim that as Senator Allison lives in 
Eastern lowa the western part of the State, 
which has never had a United States Senator, 
should now be permitted to name the candi- 
date. Asa State lowa has always been re- 
markably free from absurd “shrieks of lo- 
cality ” and sectional jeaiousies; and in fill- 
ing an office which affects and concerns all 
parts of the community in the same manner 
the Iowa Republicans want the ablest and 
best equipped man they can get without re- 
gard to the county or Congressional district 
in which be may happen to reside. With 
twenty-five years’ experience in Congress 
and still in the prime of his physical and 
mental vigor Senator Allison is one of the 
most conspicuous figures in the National 
Senate and a statesman ranking among the 
first in the Republican party. Throughout 
his career in Congress he has been an emi- 
nently useful and efficient man. He bore an 
important part in the legislation of the re- 
construction period, and a still more promi- 
nent one in restoring the financial system of 
the Government and io preparing for specie 
resumption. He is an authority on all ques- 
tions of Nawonal finance. As illus- 
trating the character of the  pub- 
lic services rendered by Allison, it 
may de mentioned that he prepared 
and induced the Senate to adopt an amend- 
ment incorporated in the silver coinage act 
of 1878 requiring the Government to pur- 
chase the silver coined into dollars. Beyond 
a doubt that sagacious provision prevented 
the expulsion of gold to Europe, in the man- 
ner 80 confidently predicted by Eastern 
financiers and bankers, and secured to the 
country and -particulariy to the West the 
advantage ofa steady increase in the volume 
of the currency without any aeterioration of 
its quality. Many students of finance are 
puzzied to this day to understand why the 
coinage of silver has not expelled gold from 
the country in accordance with what they 
considered an established law. The reason 
is found in the amendment made by tlie far- 
sighted Allison. The benefit of that provis- 
ion has been almost incalculable. Without 
it the country would have been compelled to 
endure @ steady contraction of the currency 
or have undertaken the coinage of silver 
under serious risks. 

Experienced, capable, and sagacious, with 
a clear record and 4 personality which com- 
mands respect and esteem in both parties, 
Senator Allison is unusually well equipped 
for service in the National Senate, and his 
retirement would be a loss to that body and 
to the Republican party. Iowa could not 
have a more faithful Senator. The passage 
through the Senate of the Des Moines River 
Land bill over Cievelana’s veto a few years 
ago was as noteworthy a demonstration of 
the communding influence of a Senatorial 
delegation as has taken place for a long time. 
Iowa is strongly represented in the Senate, 
and will strengthen her position by return- 
ing her senior Senator for another term. 


FALSIFYING THE TRUTH OF HISTORY. 

Some of the Democratic leaders of today, 
relying on the ignorance regarding American 
political history of most of those who listen 
to or read what they speak or write, are in 
tlie habit of making false statements about 
the record of their party. They credit it 
with virtues which it never possessed, 
ascribe to it the advocacy of principles 
which it repudiated, and deny that it ever 
had the vicés which made it odious. 

One of the wildest of these perversions of 
history is the allegation that The Demo- 
cratic party has always been atrue Union 
party, and was persecuted as such for forty 
years previous to 1860.” To complete this 
absurd statement it should be added that 
from 1861 to 1865 the Republican party 
persecuted the Democratic saints in a 
manner hitherto unexampled in the 
history of the country. This persecution 
fell the heaviest on,the Democrats of fifteen 
Southern slaveholding States, who were try- 
ing to enforce their peculiar “ Union”. ideas 
under tne leadership of Davis, Toombs, 
Lamar, Lee, and Johnston. They had the 
passive support of a large number of Demo- 
cratsin the eighteen Northern States, who 
were not at that time known as “ friends of 
the Union,“ but were generally designated as 
“ fire-in-the-rear Copperheads.” This active 
persecution of the true blue Southern Demo- 
crats Was conducted under the leadership of 
Lincoln, Chase, Stanton, Grant, Sherman, 
and Sheridan by the publicans of the 
North and the young Democrats of that sec- 
tion who could pot swallow the funny 
“Unionism”’ of the old men of the party led 
by Valiandigham, Fernando Wood, et al. 

This persecution, beginning at Donelson 
and- which ended at Appomattox, was quite 
severe. It cost many lives and destroyed 
much vroperty, but it produced a lasting et- 
fect. Gen. Jackson came near starting a 
similar “‘ persecution” against the “Union” 
Democrats of South Carolina in ‘1833, but 
Calhoun and his friends backed down and 
made rifle and cannon action unnecessary. 

It must be confessed, in view of the reco 
of the Democrati¢ party, with its immemo- 
rial anti-Nationalistic Sta ty doc- 
trines, that it is a little cheeky to speak of it 
as the Union y.” It is that 
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An articie in Tu TaissNe of Thursday in- 
dicates the existence of a curious condition 
of things on the Chicago Board of Trade. 
Whether truly or otherwise many of the 
members allego that they individually, and 
the board as a whole, are suffering from the 
controlling influence of one man, who domi- 
nates the markéts and holds all other traders 
in check. He has long been complained of in 
this direction, but it is ciaimed that during 
the last few weeks his action is more op- 
pressive and injurious than ever before. In 
short, he is referred to as if he were an in- 
cubus on the trade, equally. affiictive as was 
the Old Man of the Sea, who nearly throt- 
tled Sindbad the Sailor before the latter 
could get reieased from his clutches. 

The great grievance appears to consist in 
the fact that the action referred to has for a 
long time past heid the markets, and 
especially that for wheat, on an even keel. 
It is prevented from going far in either di- 
rection by a policy of buying on any little de- 
cline and selling out on the resulting ad- 
vance, or vice versa. It may seem strange 
that this should constitute a legitimate rea- 
sou for fault-finding, seeing the action noted 
is that of the average scaiper, and that the 
board as a whole has often been described as 
a commercial equalizer, which absorbs sur- 
plus energy in moments of excitement and 
gives it out again a littie later, performing 
the function of the heavy fly- wheel at- 
tached to the steam engine. But the 
trouble is that heretofore a large part 
of this equalizing has been done by 
the holders of what are called “resting or- 
ders,’’ which are sent by parties outside to 
buy if the market descends to a named figure 
and to sell on a specified rise in prices. Of 
course the filling of these orders brings 
money to the pockets of thé commission-men, 
and they can only earn it when the fluctua- 
tions of the market carry it to the named 
limits. It is said that not only are these 
limits seldom reached under the new régime, 
but a good many former clieats have grown 
tired of sending such orders, believing that 
they do not stand an even chance in competi- 
uon with a one-man power. The resulting 
duliness is so imtense that the selling value 
of memberships has fallen to an unusually 
low point, and several of them have recently 
been torfeited for non-payment of the annual 
dues. 

It is quite possible that the individual re- 
ferred to is unduly dignified by those who 
lay all this at his door. They may be doing 
him too much honor. In any event it may 
be said without fear of error that such dom- 
ination could only be exercised in a compar- 
ative absence of speculative activity. If a 
considerable portion of the public should 
again become interested pecuniarily in the 
ups and downs of prices any one man who 
might attempt to stem the current would be 
brushed aside as ruthlessly as a stick is 
tossed by a mountain torrent. But specula- 
tion on the éxchanges of the worid is at a 
low ebb just now. All of them are com- 
plaining of a@ lack of clientage, alike in 
produce and in stocks, about the only things 
that flourish being the parasitic privilege 
traders and the bucket shops. Under such con- 
ditions one Man may be a power, or felt to be 
so, but there 18 little to be gained by grum- 
bling about it. The only remedy is patience, 
and the more quiet the better for the suffer- 
ers, since in giving tongue to their grief they 
do but advertise their enemy to an unfeeling 
world which Will de apt to give him all the 
more patronage on the theory that nothing 
succeeds like success. There is no judicious 
course between this dignified silence and 
open hostility, and before the latter is en- 
tered upon it may be worth while to study 
the outcome of the resolvé Once taken in an 
assemblage of rate, that a beil should be put 
round the neck of the cat. 


IT MUST REMAIN THE AUDITORIUM. 

The New York Sun renews what with a 
fine disregard for accuracy it calls its 
“modest suggestion that the Auditorium 
be stripped of that expressive, savory, and 
rotund name by which Chicagoans have 
learned to know it and be called instead the 
Panprytaneion, Synauliothyron, or Choir- 
opolagora. Everything else aside, it is too 
late. Thechild has been baptized and the 
name given in baptism, says Coke, cannot be 
changed. Moreo ver, Chicagoans look with 
justifiabie distrust at suggestions, however 
% modest,“ made to them by the Sun. In the 
words of a poet whom the editor of that 
paper may have read while pursuing his 
linguistic studies: 

Timeo Danaos, et dona ferentes. 

Or, as Grover Cleveland would translate it, 
“T am afraid of Mr. Dana and his volun- 
teered advice.“ The Sun advises this city to 
give up the World’s Fair and the name Audi- 
torium. Were it to do so New York would 
grab both aud make merry over the folly of 
the great Western city. 

It must also bé said, though with regret, 
that the name on which the Sun sets the 
most store, the Choiropolagora, does not 
méan what that paper says it does. The 
Neoeboracopseudhelienist who devised it 
never could have publishéd a successful 
paper in the Athens of Plato and of Pericles. 
He would have been banished by the State 
as a teacher of bad Greek. The Sun says

NOT A “CRIME” AT COMMON LAW. 

Eight or nine hundred Prohibitionists as- 
sembied in Des Moines Wednesday to exer- 
cise pressure on the members of the General 
Assembly. They passed astring of resolu- 
tions which contains the following : 

The sovereignty of the State of Iowa does and 
of right ought wo extend to Senn town- 
ship, and school district of the State. It is not 
consistent with the . the State or the 
right administration of justice to recognize that 
an act shall be criminal in one part of tne State

pointed out the legal error that was con- 
tained in them, as crime is not licensed to be 
committed when a common-law right to vend 
liquors is heavily taxed, because if not 80 
taxed or prohibited by statute it is a common- 
law right to sell nem. If all laws against 
liquor selling in Iowa were repealed the 
common law on the subject would at once 
prevail, ana that does not make vending 
liquor a crime, ont on the contrary treats it 
as aright of the citizen, It is the statute 
which, setting aside the common law, makes 
it a crime.“ 


LET THE JUDGE EXAMINE THE VENIRE- 
MEN, 

Judge Horton has pérformed a valuable 
service in taking into his own hands the ex- 
amination of veniremen, thus assuming a 
common law function of the court, but one 
which has been long usurped by attorneys in 
Illinois to thé great injury of trial by jury. 

Either by means of a ruling of the Su- 
preme Court or an act of the Legislature the 
duty of examining veniremen must be re- 
stored to the Judges, and Judge Horton de- 
serves high credit for disregarding mischiev- 
ous precedents in the nature of usurpations 
and raising the issue for settlement. The at- 
torneys for the defense took exceptions to 
his course, and may carry the matter to the 
Supreme Court, where a final ruling can be 
had. If, however, the Supreme Court should 
hold that the law as it stands requires that 
veniremen shall be examined by the attor- 
neys and not by the trial Judge the evil 
will have to be remedied by the Legislature. 
The Cronin case was a striking illustration 
of the way in which lawyers have usurped 
this function of the Judge in a manner pre- 
judicial to public justice. By catch questious 
and befogging, misleading inquiries hundreds 
of competefit men were made to declare 
themselves disqualified from jury service, 
when such was not the fact. The examina- 
tion was prolonged through weeks and 
months without the shghtest need for such 
delay. All this can be avoided by having the 
Judge question the veniremen as to their 
qualifications. The Judge is not interested 
in getting men on the jury prejudiced in 
favor of either side, and as the representa- 
tive simply of public justice would have 
no use for catch questions, but would 
examine veniremen in a plain, straight- 
forward fashion, which would quickly 
bring out the truth. Veniremen would 
not be trapped intodisqualifying themselves. 
There would be much less lying done in or- 
der to evade jury service if veniremen were 
questioned by the court ivstead of the attor- 
neys. Notwithstanding the plain declara- 
tion of the statute that the Jude shall ex- 
amine the jurors who appear,” the law- 
yers in this State have successfully usurped 
this function and deny the Judge any right 
to interfere and perform his high duty as the 
law directs. There is probably not another 
State in the Union where trial Judges are 
reduced to such an impotent position. Out- 
side of LIllimois the rule is for Judges to ex- 
amine veniremen, and it will be to the enor- 
mous advantage of public justice in this State 
when the same practice is made to prevail in 
Illinois. 
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SenaTOR GORMAN is using the late election 
in Boston as one of his arguments why the 
Australian voting system should not be 
adopted if Maryland. The Senator thinks 
the candidates of his party were beaten in 
Boston because from ten to fifteen illiterate 
Democrats were practically disfranchised in 
every voting-place in that city.” If he were 
familiar, with the Constitution of Massachu- 
setts he would not talk so foolishiy. That 
State has for thirty years shut down on illit- 
eracy, its organic. law providing that no man 
shall vote who cannot read the Constitution 
of the United States and write his name. 
This provision does not apply to those who 
were voters when it was adopted in 1857 and 
were then unable to read, but there cannot 
be many of them left—not enough to influence 
the result of the election in a big city. Bos- 
ton went Republican because the candidate 
of that party for Mayor was tar superior to 
his antagonist. Several thousand Demo- 
crats, freed by the Australian system from 
the supervision and terrorism of ward bosses 
and their fear of being called bolters and 
scratchers, voted their honest convictions 
and elected the best man. Gorman knows 
that to bea fact, and itisjust that protec- 
tion which the Australian system of voting 
confers which he dislikes and fears. He 
sees that it will defeat Democratic toughs 
every time they run for office depending on 
the party spies to elect them. 


McKinley's Bill to Abolish Custom-House

Kinley’s tariff? “‘ Administration bili,” under 
which jury trial is to be abolished in customs 
cases: 

Sec. 15. If the owner, importer, consignee, 
oragent of any imported merchandise, or the 
Collector, or the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
be dissatisfied with the decision of the Board of 
General Appraisers, as provided for in See.

The Earth Growing Larger. 

The earth, traveling in its orbit around the sun 
and onward with the entire solar system around 
some unknown and still greater ceater of attrac- 
tion, is constantiy traversing new regions of 
space, which it depletes of meteoric dust and 
meteorites, thus steadily—no matter how slowly 
—increasing in diameter. Now let this growth 
continue till the earth has just twice the attract- 
1ve power which it now possesses, we should 
then have twice the number of meteorites and 
double the quantity of dust falling annually 
upon it. 

Fortunately for our heads the earth has not 
yet attained very formidable dimensions, but we 
may look upon it as an established fact that it 
constantly gains in weight, and that in propor- 
tion to such gain its attractive power steadily 
increases.

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COMMENTs ON A PAPER BY JUDGE 
DUNNE OF DUBUQUE, 1A. ) 


The “Telegraph” of That City Tells Its 
Reasons for Refusing to Print the Ad- 
dress—Fair-Minded Catholics Have No 
Warfare to Wage Upon the Pubile 
School System—The Fanatics Make the 
Mischief—Teuching the Division of the 
School Fund. 

Dubuque (Ia.) Telegraph: At the masses 
celebrated at the cathedral yesterday morn- 
ing printed copies of the paper on education 


read by Judge Dunne at tho Catholic Con- 


gress at Baltimore were handed to the peo- 
ple, and in remarks which he made at each 
of the services the pastor urged his hearers 
to carefully read the paper and thoughtfully 
weigh its statements. He also observed that 
ons of his reasons for having it printed and 
distributed was that he had been unable to 


get either of two city dailies to which he had 


presented it to publish it. One of these 
journals. he declared, had objected to it 
because of its unusual length, and the other 
had declined to accept it because it was 
sectarian in character and its publication 
would cause the daily a loss of subscribers. 
He sarcastically added that the local press 
was — Catholics till the latter asked 
for a favor; then it wasn’t so friendly. 

The Telegraph is oue of the dailies which 
were requested to print Dunne’s speech. It 
declined because it could not do so in justice 
to its readers and itself; The speech was 
jong, and for this reason few would read it, 
and the Judge’s reasoning. if reasoning it 
may be called, was so abstruse that few 
would be interested by it. The Telegraph 
therefore refused the paper. It could not 
afford to publish several columns of 
an article which only a few would 
read at the cost of the displace 
ment of dozens upon dozens of news 
items which almost everybody would read. 
To have printed the speech would have made 
the issue of the paper contaiuing it decidedly 
uninteresting to most subscribers, and it is 
needless to say to business-men that a news- 
paper is not published to give the public what 
it doesn’t want. If it shouid pursue a policy 
of this kind it would soon be impotent to help 
or harm anybody or anything. And it may 
be added, whatever the pastor of the Cathe- 
dral parish may think on the subject, that in 
refusing to publish the speech the Telegraph 
conferrea an unspeakably greater favor on 
Catholics, or perhaps it would be more ap- 
propriate to say that it did them greater 
justice, than if it had published it. . 

JUDGE DUNNE’S PAPER DISSECTED. 

Passing over Judge Dunne’s rambling and 
somewhat opaque dissertation on religious 
and secular governments we come to the sub- 
Stahce of his paper. He distinctly alle 
that the American Government denies 
parental rights in education, that in imposing 


_ taxes for the support of the public schools it 


interferes with, the conscience of Catholics, 
and that in justice it should set apart a por- 
tion of the school moneys for the mainte- 
nance of denominational schools. 

if the Government should declare that all 
children must attend the public school that 
would be-a denial of parental mghts.

In 
Dubuque the public system of education is 
as popular with Catholicsas with members of 
other churches. Indeed, it has been so popu- 
lar with many of them that they have contin- 
ved to send their children to the public 
schools notwithstanding that they have 
been punished for their independence. by 
denial’ of the sacraments of their religion 
and by the refusal of the local hierarchy to 
rmit Catholic children attending the pub- 
ic schools to attend the Sunday-school. 
Such coercion as there has been in Dubuque 
has not been practiced by the State, and the 
Catholic parents in this city no more than 
the Baltimore congress make complaint that 
the public-school system is an invasion of 
their rights or an injury to them in any re- 
spect. 
DIVISION OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 
Touching the proposition’ for a division of 
the school fund, it is pertinent to observe 
that the mere making of thisis an evidence 
that Judge Dunne is ignorant of one of the 
Vital principles on which this Government is 
Tounded or that he is notin sympathy with 
the existing governmental system. He ad- 
vances the theory political power comes 
from God. The erican Republic is based 
on the doctrine that political power is in- 
herent in the people, and that they are the 
source of it. Government is not here 
Tegarded as a right given by Heaven, but 
as a necessity for the protection of the 
weak from me strong—as a shield against 
the evils of anarchy. The empires and 
monarchies of the Old World were based on 
Dunne’stheory. The King ruled by Divine 
Tight, and a divinely-appointed King needed 
the support of a State church.

THE SENTIMENTS NOT INDORSED. 
There is no institution dearer to the Amer- 
ican heart than the publicschool. The Cath- 
olic Congress recognized this fact when it re- 
frained from or refused to attackit. As- 
sauits upon it can only mjure those who 
make them. It is to be feared that the dis- 
tribution of Judge Dunne’s speech among the 
cathedral parishioners will not ove 
at all helpful to the Catholics of lowa. 
The churc been doing remarkably 
well in the United States. At the 
Baltimore congress it was stated that 
in the last century its numerical growth had 
been relatively greater than that of the na- 
tion. At the same congress speeches were 
made in which the orators rejoiced in its 
progress and declared that without State aid, 
and protected by the equitable jaws of the 
land, ita development had been unparalleled. 
Last week, in an address to the Cardinals, 
the Pope expressed his entire satisfac- 
tion with the treatment accorded it by 
the Government of the United States. 80 
rapidly has the church grown in Iowa 
that there have been twodioceses in the 
State for several years vast and a third is 
projected. Every year adds to the number 
of parochial and convent schools and col- 
leges. Nobody is interfering with ig and 
the church is prospering as it never before 
prospered in any land or period. Shouidn’t 
this be satisfactory? What more is de- 
sired? Are Catholics of the Dunne 
kind weary of peace and anxious for 
war! Do they want fetters placed 
upon the church? If they do they are pur- 
suing the proper means to the attainment of 
that end in assailing the public-school sys- 
tem. The Telegraph distictly remembers that 
not many years since it felt constrained to do 
some vigorous work against the enactment 
of a bill which had received the approval of 
the State Senate, and the objectof which 
was the imposition of taxes upon church 
property. Had that measure become a law 
it would have subjected every parochial resi- 
dence and school, every convent school, and 
even the§orphan asylum to taxation. If 
it is desired that all these shall be taxed then 
the assumption of an offensive attitude 
toward the public schools is all right. 
Just as soon as the citizens of the State 
become satisfied that the Catholic Church 
is the enemy of public education they 
will promptiy see to it that Catholic 
church property is made to yield revenue to 
the State. Indeed, they may be tempted to 
go further and institute State supervision of 
parochial schools, for whatever may be 
thought of the abstract right of the State to 
do this few will question its power. Butif it 
is not proposed to invite these unpleasant 
consequences then attacks upon tne public 
system of education are worse than 
nonsensical. They are mischievous. They 
should be promptly suspended and suspended 
forever. No more speeches such as Judge 
Dunne delivered should be distributed in 
the churches, for his sentiments are ob- 
noxious to the American mind. It is tne 
part of prudence and safety to let the public 
schools severely alone. Suggestions for 
their improvement will be always in order, 
but’ suggestions for their destruction can 
have no other effect than to create a deep- 
seated and widesvread sentiment of hostility 
to those who make them. 


The Coke Output for 1889. 

CONNELISVILLIB, Pa., Jan. 10.—The Courter to- 
day publishes a full account of the coke business 
for the last year, of which the following is a 
synopsis: During the year 1889 the Connellsville 
coke operators marketed 326,220 cars of coke, ag- 
gregating 5,825,000 tons. A large portion of this 
immense output, the greatest in the history of 
the.region, was sold at prices near the dollar 
mark, yet the average price of the total output 
was about $1.40 per ton, at which rate the spot 
value of the yearly output would be about $8,150,- 
000. The output for 1888 was in round numbers 
5,000,000 tons of the average value of $1.20, mak- 
ing a total value of $6,000,000. These figures show 
a aecided increase in trade during the last year. 
The trade outlook for 1890 opens conservatively, 
ee prosperous year is earnestly antici- 
pated, ;

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 10.—The resignation 
of Mr. Trotter, the colored Recorder of Deeds 
for the District, has been received at the White 
House upon a request made by the President.

A storm of indignation was caused 
when the consummation of that combination 
was announced among the competitors of the 
Union Pacific and Northwestern roads, 
end all the Eastern connections of the 
Union Pacific declined to further inter- 
change through traffic with that road, that 
they could send by other lires. They also 
made complaint to Chairman Walker asking 
bim to decide whether by their acuon the 
Union Pacific and Northwestern have not 
violated the gentiemen’s agreement and for- 
‘felted their membership in the association. 
Hed Mr. Walker rendered a decision— 
whether in favorof one side or the other—it 
would have resulted in a dissolution of tiie as- 
sociation. Because if he sustained the North- 
western and Union Pacific, most of the other

ARGUMENTS FOR DIFFERENTIALS. 


Some of the Roads Want More than They 
Are Entitled To. 

The General Passenger and Ticket Agents 
of the trunk lines and Central Traffic Asso- 
Clation~ roads reconvened in Chairman 
Blanchard's office yesterday morning and 


sommenced to submit arguments before the 


Board of Rulings for differentiai rates be- 
tween Chicago and the seaboard to the 
weaker lines in lieu of the payment of com- 
missions, which it has been decided to do 
away with. The discussion became quite ex- 
cited at times, owing to the demand of larger 
differentials by some of the so-called weak 
lines than the strong lines were willing to 
submit to. The strong lines showed a com- 
mendable spirit toward the weak lines, de- 
claring their willingness to grant the latter 
all the advantages possible to enable them to 
secure a fair proportion of the business. But 
they did not think it right for some of the 
weak lines to be avaricious and ask more 
than they were really entitled to. General 
Passenger Agent Daniels of the New York 
Central stated that his company did not de- 
sire a differential rate with any of its con- 
nections, but wanted the differential rates 
applied only by those roads which actually 
labored under disadvantages and nad really 
inferior facilities for the accommodation of 
passengers or the running of through trains. 

At Z o’clock p. m. a joint conference with 
the Chicago-St. Paul lines was hela for the 
purpose of discussing the proposition of the 
latter to prorate on through business from 
St. Paul to the seaboard at the cut rates. 
The conclusion was tinally reached by the 
Eastern lines that it would subserve no good 
purpose to prorate at the rates now made by 
the Cnicago-St. Paul lines in competiuon 
with the “Soo,” inasmuch as the latter 
road’s rate from St. Paul to Boston was $8 
less than the regular rate from Chicago to 
Boston. If the Eastern-tines, it was argued, 
were to accept a prorate at those figures it 
would make their proportion so small as to 
necessitate a general reduction to all points be- 
tween Chicago and the seaboard locally. 
The Chicago-St. Paul “lines, finding that the 
Eastern lines were unanimous in declining 
to prorate with them, withdrew from the 
con ference. 

Subsequently the arguments before the 
Board of Rulings regarding differential rates 
was resumed and continued until g late hour 
without reachine a conclusion. Another ses- 
sion will be held today, and it is expected 
that the arguments will be finished before 
night. The Board of Rulings—Chairmen 
Blanchard and Tuttle—are expected to be 
ready to answer what the differential rates 
by the various routes shall be in a few days, 
and they will then fix whe date. when the 
payment of commissions shali cease and the 
new arrangement go into effect. 


Carnegie Wants to Get Even. 

Pittsspure, Pa., Jan. 10.—[Special.|—The 
rumor telegraphed trom New York today 
that Andrew Carnegi® was about to take an 
active interest in the Baltimore & Ohio rait 
road is received with considerable credence 
here.

Mr. George H. Crosby has been appointed 
General Freight Agent of the Burlington & Mis- 
souri River railroad, witn headquarters at Oma- 
ha, in place of Thomas Millef, whe will assume 
the position of General Freight Agent of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy railroad Feb. 1, 1890. 

A union ticket office. will be opened in the 
Sherman House next Tuesday. Mr. W. R. Meech, 
associated with Mr. Drew of the Grand Pacific 
ticket office, will be in charge. It is stated that 
all the Western roads centering in this city will 
place their tickets in the Sherman House office. 

The sad intelligence was received bere yes- 
terday that Mr. E. L. Dudley.

ELECTRIC MOTORS FOR MINNEAPOLIS. 


They Will Take the Place of Horse-Cars, 
Steam Motors, and Cable- Cars. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn, Jan. 10.—[Special.]— 
The Minneapolis cable-car lines, which have 
so long been under consideration, will not be 
built. More than that, the steam motor in 
Minneapolis will soon be a thing of the past. 
And still more than that, there will be avout 
1.200 Minneapolis street-car horses out of a 
job soon. This all comes about from a decis- 
ion of the Minneapolis Street railway com- 
pany made today that the entire street-car 
system of Minneapolis is to be run by elec- 
tricity. In St. Faul also the entire system 
owned by Lowry, except the one cable line 
up Selby avenue, which requires an unusual 
ly heavy power, will be at once transformed 
into an electric system.

‘SUGAR TRDSTS PLIGHT. 


Ir is NOW INVOLVED IN A PERFECT 
STORM OF LITIGATION. 

On Its Last Legs and About to Fall Under 
the Weight of Ite Own Body—Juadge 
Ingraham’s Injanction — Disrepatable 
Methods of Its Wall Street Hirelings— 
Business Throughout the Country Last 
Week Shows Improvement—An Kasier 
Money Market and Colder Weather. 


New York, Jan. 10.— [Special. — After “ go- 
ing for“ Reading and sugar on alternate 
Gays the bear party beld a conference last 
evening arti resolved upon a simultaneous 
attack on both properties. Their heaviest 
siége guns were brought into position and a 
terrific bombardment was begun at the open- 
ing this morning. They lost a good deal of 
expensive ammunition and the net result is 
a decline of % in Reading and an advance of 
1 point in sugar. 

Of the 179,000 shares which constitute the 
day’s business in all regularly listed stocks 
Reading stands for over 69,000 shares, and 
of the 58,000 shares of unlisted stocks traded 
in 48,000 were sugar. Reading yielded %, 
but recovered on buying by Wormsers, La- 
denbdurg, Thaiman & Co., Von Hoffman & 
Co., J. B. Probst & Co., and other foreign 
houses. Sugar was opened way down and 
touched 50, out there was such an 
absorption of certificates that it closed 
strong at 652%. The tactics employed 
with: a view to frightening unsopuis- 
ticated holders of sugar certificates into sell- 
ing @re simply disgraceful. Professional 
traders in the streets may take care of them- 
selves, but outside investors cannot know 
that current reports of the trust’s alleged 
blunders and loss of business are sent out 
from the offices of those conducting the bear 
campaign, but who claim that it is long stock 
which they are selling; asif those trying to 
dispose of a commodity would publish and 
circulate in advance disparaging statements 
to depress the price. 

Nor can the outside investor know that 
those who are engaged in bearing the stock 
have ail along been receiving moral aid and 
encouragement from a source inside the 
office of the trust and so close to its President 
as to suggest to many minds that the latter 
must be a party in interest. Honorable and 
lawiul measures in the public interest to 
crush out the trust iniquity have nothing to 
do with the dark and crooked ways of stock 
jobbers. whose only object is to affect specu- 
lative prices in Wail street. The people who 
last summer induced innocent investors to 
go into sugar certificates at $125 are at pres- 
ent scheming to frighten them ana make 
them “get out” at $50, and the trickery now 
employed to make them sell is, if possible, 
more disreputable than that by which they 
were inveigied into buying at nearly 150 per 
cent above the present price. 

AN EASIER MONEY MARKET 

The mor market has been easier all the 
week, but after all the expected boom in 
business has not come. There is still the 
same exhivition of timidity which confined 
trading to narrow limits that was shown 
during the closing weeks of last vear, not- 
withstanding tne spiendid outiook for gen- 
eral business in the country. There is a dis- 
turbing element in the possible advance- 
ment of the rate of interest to6 per cent by 
the Bank of Eagiand. 

In the stock market Reading has claimed 
the most attention. A large speculative in- 
terest has been operating on the belief that 
a dividend on the firsts would be paid, and 
the announcement that this would not be 
forthcoming caused a storm of criticism 
against the Corbin management. The au- 
nouncement that the dividend would proba- 
bly not be id caused an instantaneous 
decline in the stock and bonds of the com- 
pany and threw a wet bjaoket on the 
entire market. This blow came Tuesday 
when Reading stbck declined 2% per cent 
and tne first-preference bonds 6 points, but 
the market was kept in a feverish condiuon 
all the week on account of it. With the ex- 


ception of Lavkawanona all the other coal 


stocks were materially affected. 


Taking advantage of the flurry in Reading | 


and the general’ uneasiness another success- 
ful drive was made at sugar, and that stock 
has been the most conspicuous after Reading 
in the entire list. Transactions in railway 
bonds outside of Reading have been active 
and generally firm. 

THE SUGAR TRUST IN A BAD WAY. 

The Sugar Trust bas become involved in a 
perfect storm of litigauion in its efforts to 
escape the penalties of its offenses against 
the law. Troubles have accumulated so rap 
idly within the last week or two that now it 
looks much as if the big Monopoly was on its 
last legs and about to fall under the weight 
of its own body. The price of its stock in 
Wall street today declined to 50, the lowest 
point ever reached, which represents a 
shrinkage in value of nearly $40,000,000. The 
managers of the trust, in order to get out of 
the difficuiues which were springing up 
around tuem on every side, conceived the 
idea of converting the monopoly into a corpo- 
ration, and a charter was therefore procured 
in the State of Connecticut for a corporation 
to which the assets and property of the trust 
might be transferred. 

The scheme did not work, however, be- 
cause some of the big stockholders of tne 
trust, who have been trying in vain for some 
time past to get some knowledge of the finan- 
cial affairs of the organization, got wind of 
the matter, and as a result have procured an 
injunction from Judge Ingraham, Supreme 
Court, restraining the trust from transfer- 
ring its property to the Connecticut corpo- 
ration. Thisjshuts off the officers of the 
trust from their last means of bolstering up 
the declining fortunes of the trust, and their 
position is further aggravated by a clause in 
Judge Ingraham’s order enjoining them from 
paying out any money in dividends until the 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the suit 
now pending, which declares the trust is a 
„ criminal enterprise,“ is rendered. 

The injunction order of Judge Ingraham is 
based upon positive information that trust 
magnates were actually engaged in complet- 
ing the conversion of the trust into a Con- 
necticut corporation. The manager and 
head of the new company was to he a Foster 
Higgins of Stamford, a beneficiary of Presi- 
dent Theodore Havemeyer, and the Board of 
Directors was composed almost exclusively 
of Mr. Havemever’s clerks. By this means 
a virtual monopoly would be continued, and 
the officers of the old trust would have been 
able to laugh at their enemies and swindie 
the public with justas much assurance and 
impunity as before. 


BUSINESS FOR THE EEK IMPROVED.

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SALOONKEEPERS BARRED, 


ATTITUDE OF THE GRAND LODGE OF 
MASONS IN NEBRASKA. 


That Recent Expulsion of Masonic Saloon- 
keepers in Lincoln Simply Prompted by 
the Stand Which the Nebraska Grand 
Lodge Has Always Taken as n Promoter 
of Temperance Principles—Udd- Fellows 
Following in Their Footsteps—History 
of the Movement in Both Organizations. 


IIxcolx. Neb., Jan. 10.—[Special. |—A dis- 
batch printed in Tae Tripsune Tuesday rela- 
tive to the expulsion of Masonic saloonkeep- 
ers in this city proves to be true in every par- 
ticular, except that the action of the Blue 
Lodge was not prompted by any recent ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge. The Grand Lodge 
of Masonsin this State has from its incep- 
tion been, if not a temperance organization 
itself, a promoter of temperance principles 
among its members and among the members 
of subordinate lodges. As early as 1869 the 
following resolution was adopted by that 
body: 

Resolved, That it is the sense and utterance 
of the Grand Lodge that the vices of intemper- 
ance, gambling, rr are un-Masonie in 
the highest sense and derogatory of the best in- 
terest of the Fraternity; hence it is hereby made 
tne imperative duty of tne Masters ana Wardens 
of subordinate lodges to prefer charges against 
any brother who persistently indulges in either 
of said vices and try him in the regular form for 
such offense. 

At the session of the Grand Lodge in 1872 
Grand Master W. E. Hill in his annual ad- 
dress said: 

Are men Masons in truth and in spirit who 
engage in the sale of ardent spirits and thereby 
bring mentoa arunkard’s grave, disgrace and 
beggar their wives and children, and bring re- 
proach upon our order, whose cardinal virtues 
ure Temperance, Fortitude, Prudence, and Jus- 
tice. I think not. 

Grand Master Hill urged the Grand Lodge 
to take some action on this question. In re- 
sponse to his suggestions the following stand- 
ing rule was adopted at that session, which 
has the force and effectof a by-law and 
which has since been incorporated into the 
by-laws of the order: 

Resolved, That the sale of intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage is a gross Violation of ithe Masonic 
obligation, and should in all cases subject the 
offender to reprimand, and, if persisted in, to ex- 
puision from tne fraternity. 

At the session of the Grand Lodge in 1873 
there was quite a lengthy and interesting re- 
view of a trial of a member who had been en- 
gaged in the lottery business. This trial had 
resulted in the member’s expulsion. Tne 
Grand Lodge sustained the subordinate 
lodge in its action. 

OPPOSED FOR TWENTY YEARS. 

Said a prominent Mason of this city today: 
„The spirit of Nebraska Masonry has, for 
the last twenty years at least, been opposed 
to accepting or retaining persons as mem- 
bers who are engaged in the saloon business, 
The rules have n generally observed in 
the lodges of the State, though there are a 
number of instances where members engaged 
in the liquor traffic have been permitted to 
continue their affiliation through the friend- 
ship or preference of the brethren in 
tne lodge. Of course, in many in- 
stances, brothers are loath to prefer charges 
for a violauon of these rules and often 
nothing less than a notification from the 
grand officers that the charter will be sus- 
pended unless action is taken that wiil move 
them to do their duty. 
a member in this city and the preparing of 
charges against a couple more ot offending 
brothers will have a wholesome effect on the 
order in this State, and we expect that be- 
tore many months Nebraska Masonry will be 
vurged of this objectionable element. Of 
course to effect this takes a little stirrmg up 
from the grand officers occasionally, but they 
get it just the same. Besides the one case in 
this city where results have been reached 
there are two cases pending against whole- 
sale liquor dealers. These ure con- 
sidering the alternative of getting out of 
that trade or getting out of Masonry. 

It is understood that the es affected 
by this achon of tne Blue ge intend to 

the matter to the Grand Lodge and 
from there to the Supreme Lodge. 

The Masons were the pioneers in this work 
in Nebraska, but the Oad-Fellows have been 
following in their footsteps for several years. 
‘Lue TRIBUNE correspundent called today at 
the office of Grand Secretary Cline and in- 
terviewed him on the subject. Mr. Cline 
said: You can state emphatically that Ne- 
braska Odd-Fellows have taken advanced 
ground on this question. At the session of 
the Grand Lodge of Odd-Fellows, heid at Ne- 
braska City in October, 1884, Grand Master 
Hudson in his annual report said in spdak- 
ing of the suoject of reputable means of sup- 
port: 

It is an indisputable fact that the evil of intem- 
perance is making inroads into the ranks of our 
beloved order and is working incalculable injury 
and checking the full elucidation of its benin 
purpose. hile the ritual is emphatic in its de- 
nunciation of drunkeanes as being incompatible 
with every principle of the order it prescribes no 
defined action or penalty for the trafficker 
in wmtoxicanis or drunkard-maker. I have 
been asked several times the terms as 
found in our requirements for membership, 
“good moral character and some known 
reputable means of support.“ as applicable to the 
eligibility of saloonkeepers. I declined ia each 
instance to define it, for the plain reason the 
Grand Master cannot make laws or rules of 
precedure. Each lodge has the remedy in its 
own keeping, and is generally determined by tne 
vote of the lodge in the reception of applicants 
for membership. The question as tosome known 
reputable means of support as applicable to the 
saloonkeepers this grand body alone can deter- 
mine. Thesame remedy exists asin the case of 
character, and it in your wisdom you should 80 
legislate that saloonkeeping is not a reputable 
means of support, then there would be blenty of 
law to apply to a member who should retrograde 
from his good moral character after his accept- 
ance to membership. 

GRAND MASTER BEELS’ RULING. 

In 1889 Grand Master Beels held: 

A brother having been tried and convicted of 
keeping a saloon or any place where intoxicating 
liquors are sold or given away as a beverage, 
either as proprietor or any one acting in any 
other capacity, and, the lodge having voted for 
suspension, it is thé duty of the Noble Grand to 
declare the brother suspended until ne shall 
have quit such business, not to exceed the term 
of one year. 

The Committee on Appeals at the same ses. 
sion considered the case of M. C. Rice of 
Shelton Lodge, No. 141, who was charged 
with keeping a saloon, had admitted jf, but 
claimed that it was no offense, and was ac- 
quuted by a vote of the lodge. The commit- 
tee reported that the authorities had been 
examined and that the members were of the 
opinion that the law in Nebraska is that sa- 
loonkeepers are not eligible to membership 
in a lodge ot Odd-Feilows and that this lodge 
dia wrong in not finding the defendant 
guilty. 

Past Grand W. P. Preeman at the same 
session offered an amendment to Paragraph 
14, Sec. 1, of Art. 12, of the constitution of 
subordinate lodges of the State of Nebraska, 
to read as follows: 

Paragraph 14. Any member who shall be found 
in a state of intoxication, or who shail in any 
manner engage in the manufacture or sale of in- 
toxicating liquors to be used as a beverage, etc. 

The subject 1s being considered In every 
lodge in this State, and lively times are ex- 
pected at the next grand lodge when the 
amendment comes up for consideration.

DENY THE UNJUST DISCRIMINATIONS, 


Answer of the Pennsyivania Road et Al, to 
the New York Board of Trade. 

Wasurneoton, D. C., Jan. 10.— Answer was 
filed today before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission by the Pennsylvania railroad 
company, the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chi- 
cago railway company, and the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis railway company, de- 
fendants in a complaint filed against them 
by the New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation. The complaint charged that since 
April 4, 1887, the defendants bave been guilty 
of unjust discrimination in that they have 
been in the habit of charging their regular 
tariff rates upon property when delivered to 
them at New York and Philadelphia for 
transportation to Chicago and other Western 
points, while charging other persons rates 
much lower and even as low as 50 per cent 
thereof for a uke ang contemporaneous serv- 
ice when the property is delivered to them 
at New York ana Philadelphia by vessels 
and steamship lines under e bilis of 
lading from foreigu ports and foreign inte- 
rior points, etc. 

Defendants ia their answer deny that they 
are guilty of unjust discrimination, and that 
either of them is interested in the manage- 
mect and ge of steamship lines run- 
ning from New York and Poiladelphia to 
foreign ports. The answer admits that un- 
der au arrangement expiring Oct. 1, 1880, the 
defendant companies formed with certain 
ocean steamship lines through routes, and by 
means thereof were engaged in connection 
With said steamship lines as common car- 
riers in the transportation of property under 
& common arrangement for a continuous car- 
riage between points in Europe and Chicago 
and other Western points via New York 
and Phiiadelphia, and defendants say that 
by the universal practice of carriers 
constituting a through route under 
a common control, etc., for continuous car- 
riage, the initial carrier fixed the rate, and 
subsequent carriers under that practice did 
not file the tariffs of rates for through ship- 
ments. Defendants ulso admit tat wey did 
receive as their portion of the through rate 
a less amount than their full inland rate, but 
Say that if a statement contained in the com- 
pluint, a table showing rates charged per 100 
pounds, aud in cases where imports were 
carried by the American line to Philadelphia, 
Is correct in the special instances tere set 
forth, so far as the through rate is concerned 
(which is not admitted), yet the divisions 
therein shown credit defendants with a less 
sum than was actually received. But tne 
defendants aver that the said rates, so tar 
as correctly stated, represent exceptional in- 
stances of extreme low rates, tne current 
and prevalent rates approximating. 


SIXTEEN LIVES WERE LOST. 


The Caisson Horror at Loulsville Worse 
than Fir«<t Reported. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 10.—At 12:30 o’clock 
this morning the bodies of three of the un- 
fortunate victims of the caisson accident 
were recovered by workmen. The positions 
in which they were found showed that a 
desperate struggle had taken place at the 
narrow door of escape. One negro had suc- 
ceeded in pulling his body through the aper- 
ture, but death nad overtaken him just when 
life was promised. Another negro had 
crawled partly through. His hands were 
fastened by death in the ciothing of the 
negro in front of him, showing that he had 
died in a desperate endeavor to escape first. 
Abe Taylor, one of the negro laborers who 
survived the terrible catastrophe, was found 
at his home on Preston street by a reporter. 
„As near as I van remember,“ he said, 
“ there were eighteen of us who went down. 
Some of us had candies in our hands and 
others carried the tools we worked with. 
The engine was pumping air into the caisson. 
We were not thinking of danger, and did not 
have any idea that there was a wean spot in 
the casing. I was standing close to the little 
door, when I heard some

The most plausible theory as to the cause 
of the accident is thus given by one of the 
survivors, Louis Crouch, and his story re 
ceives nota little credence from the super- 
intendent of the work: Knox the foreman 
had been seen near the key which controls 
the air supply, and it is believed that he cut 
off the air more than he reaily intended to, 
causing the caisson to sink into the sand.

The Price of Wheat. 
Cr1caeo, Jan, &—[Editor of The Tribune.}—I 


have lately been reading several articles in dit 
ferent papers about the “price of wheat.” In 
most of them it is stated that speculators have 
advahced prices so high as to prevent export— 
which fact is deplored—and in one at least ref- 
erence is made to à correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, who remarks that “ this country 
has not yet recovered from the severe punish- 
ment infhetea because imprudent prices were 
usked by speculators a year ago. and this ar- 
ticle further affirms that “we have a great 
stock to be marketed.” It was the New 
York 7ridune that sent ‘throughout the world, 
about harvest time, a statement that the oe 
States had an exportable surplus of 225,000,000 
bushels of wheat. which did more than any- 
thing else to check the early export demand, the 
absence of which the writerof this particular 
article deplores. I would like to know 
whence is obtained the data for the statement 
that we have a great stock to be marketed.” I 
think all in the grain trade will agree that wheat 
bas never been so freely marketed; it cannot be 
that we have “a great stock ” left. Since 
harvest dhe receipts of winter wheat 
have been immense, far exceeding in Chi- 
cago any former experience. During October 
and November the receipts of spring wheat ia 
the Northwestso far exceeded requirements that 
the markets were overwhelmed, the movement 
attracting attention throughout Europe, their 
circulars remarking that “dealers and millers 
being short of stack would doubtless operate but 
for depression caused by the immense movement 
in the Northwestern provinces of America.“ I 
am areceiving commission merchant rece:ving 
from the West car loads of grain to sell. It fre- 
quently happens that owners sell grain to ar- 
rive rather than chance the market price on ar- 
rival: But for every bushel sold by 
actual shippers hundreds are sold short 
be speculators, and it is these immense sales for 
May aelivery that at present supply the demand 
of those who are buying for actual use in May. 
It is a fact that almost all of the so-called grain 
speculators in Chicago are short-sellers, and, so 
far from trying to advance prices, ure constant! 
endeavoring to depress them. Do you not thin 
the threatened ruin of the agricultural in- 
terests of the country a serious thing? 
Dakota has sold its wheat crop for 6 
cents per bushel on an average, other 
parts of the West are selling their corn 
at 12% to 16 cents per bushel, and oats at the 
same figure. These pricesdo hot pay for the 
raising ot the grains, and the raisers thereof are 
surely going into bankruptcy, for these condi- 
ons can no more heaith’ully obtain in the 

business of raising grain than in any other 
business. Every one engaged in the actual hand- 
ling of grain is asking the cause of the extremely 
low prices, and many are beginning to recognize 
the fact tnat the practice of short selling has 
much to do with it, and especially the more re- 
cent custom of selling immense lines of grain for 
delivery five or six months from the date of the 
sale. Thus: In May such sales are made for 
December, and in December such sales are made 
for the ensuing May. All last summer shippers 
were paying a bigber price for spot corn than 
the price speculators were willing to accept for 
future delivery. 

A tew years since Chicago was called tech- 
nically ‘a producers’ market,“ being a good 
point to which to ship grain for sale. Now it is 
recognized as the great bear market of the world, 
with a large majority of the dealers and a pre- 
ponderance of the capital of the Board of Trade 
on the bear side, and itis a conservative state- 
ment that there are now 15,000,000 bushels of 
wheat sold for May by the dealers bere. Is it 
not strange that a city adjacent to the producing 
districts and the natural entrepot for the grain 
produced should be decrying the value of what 
we in the West have to sell, and is it not anoma- 
lous that most of the articles in the press are 
bear articles; and, lastly, is there any other coun- 
try with a surplus to sell that is constantly try- 
ing 2 depress the value of that surplus? 

COMMISSION MERCHANT. 


The Proposed Emergency Hospitals and the 
Ambulance System. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
Dr. Axford’s scheme for the building of five 
emergency hospitalsis wildly extravagant and 
entirely uncalled for. The solution of the dim “- 
culty is surely perfectly simple, with the ex- 
penditure of but a moderate sum and the buud- 
ing of no new hospitals. Hyde Park aad Lake 
View are excellent sites tor institutions of this 
nature. and it is to be hoped that the city will 
build hospitals there, but in the city proper there 
is no more need of five extra hospitais than of 
five white elephants, which doubtiess they 
would prove to be. 

The patrol service, excellent in many respects, 
is not suitable for ambulance service, In the 
first place an open vehicle is not a proper one in 
which to drive an injured or sick person through 
the streets, either in the heat of summer, the 
cold of winter, or through falling snow or rain; 
nor are policemen, though they have the best 
will in the world, the proper persous to superin- 
tend the moving of a severely injured person. 

Again, who would wish a friend to be carted 
off to a police station, which, moreover, involves 
another move and loss of time—it may be life. 
Taking these facts in consideration, 1t will be seen 
that Miss Sweet's remarks concerning the draw- 
backs of the present system are not unéailed for, 
but I would wish to call attention te the fact 
that the exercise of a little common sense and 
the expenditure of a very moderate sum of 
money can soon put things ot a proper footing. 
We have on the North Side the Emergency Hos- 

ital, the Methodist 1 and the Alexian 

rothers'; on the South Side St: Luke's Hospital 
(Fourteenth street),Mercy (Twenty-sixth street), 
and the Michsel Reese Hospital (Twenty-ninth 
street); on the West Side are the County Hospi- 
tal and the Presbyterian. All emergency work 
has up to the present time been done by these 
bospitais, and well done. Why take it out of 
their hands? All that would be needful would be 
to supply each of these institutions with an am- 
bulance—such as are used in the army. The ex- 
pense of keeping the horses and the driver would 
be met by the city; likewise the expense of hav- 
ing one or two resident doctors always oo hand 
to go in the ambulance, superintend the moving 
of the patient, and see him established in the 
hospital. Arrived there, there would be found 
no lack of doctors, no matter how severe 
the case; and the attendance of four, even 
five, doctors is sometimes necessary in 
very extreme cases. Certainly two medical 
attendants, as suggested by Miss Sweet, wouid 
frequentiy prove inadequate. A doctor to 
with the ambulanceisa necessity: beyond this 
how slight the expense would be. The hospitals 
have already all necessary appliances, which 
they would giadly lend. There is no lack of room 
for patients, the nurses are trained, and the med- 
ical attendants the best the city offers. Why 
then the enormous expense of five new hospitals 
to be fitted up, with the furniture ana neces- 
sary instruments, supplied with nurses, servants, 
beat and light, besides the previous heuvy ex- 
pense of building, by the city. Ali this for the 
sake of establishing a separate hospital service 
for emergency cases; a thing which gever has 
been done before in our city, ana #hich need 
never be done as long as the present hospitals 
are willing to receive patients and give them 
their best atiention, as heretofore. Ik would be 
as easy to call for the ambulance of the nearest 
hospital as for the patrol wagon, and certainly 
pleasanter for the patient and his frienas 
to have the police station left out of the pro- 
gram. Sbould the Mavor decide, as is suggested, 
to have wards fitted up at various police stations 
the city would still incur heavy expense for doc-

Freddie Moeker, S Years Old, and His Fa- 
ther Bronght the Action, Claiming That 
Sum for the Loss of the Lad’s Eye -Bill 
for Separate Maintenance Against Henry 
H. Graham-—The Woman's Stary of Her 
Marriage—Other Cases in Court. 


Philo O'Keefe, the 18-year-old son of Thomas 
O'Keefe, lormer special agent of the Treasury, 
was defendant in a suit for $10,000 brought beiore 
Judge Tuthill by @year-old Freddie Moeker, 
who in June, 1885, lived at No. 87 Ray street. 
The latter’s mother claimed that Philo threw a 
stone which struck Freddie in the right eye. 
destroying its signt Philo said he did not 
throw the stone. Another suit was brought by 
Freddie's father, Richard Moeker, for $3,000 for 
his son's services. The two unusual suits against 
a minor were due to the fa¢t that when Philo be- 
comes of age he will be ig possession of a large 
sum of money against which any judgments 
now obtained would be alien. Expert evidence 
was introduced yesterday to show that Freddie 
could never again see with the injured eye. 

It took the jury only a few minutes to decide 
that Philo did not throw che stone. A verdict for 
the defendant was returned. 

Mrs. Mary B. Murray of No. 886 Oakwood 
boulevard was granted letters of administration 
by Judge E. H. Gary on the estate of her father, 
the late Edwin Bicknell. The estate is valued 
at $35.000. Mr. Bicknell leit no will, and the 
property will be divided between his two sons, 
Andrew and Lewis C., and his daughter, Mrs. 
Murray. 

Mrs. Mary E. Graham began a sait for separate 
maintenance in the Circuit Court Thursday 
‘against Henry H. Graham. The suit was sup- 
pressed so that a writ of ne exeat could be 
served on Graham, who,is said to be worth 
‘$60,000. He is manager of the Western branch of 
a New York firm which manufactures raised 
letters. According to the woman's bill Graham 
gotherto meet him in New York Nov..9, 1838, 
and took her to the office of a man who he said 
was a Justice of the Peace and who went through’ 
the form of marriage. They lived together a 
year, when, it is alleged, Graham told the woman 
that the manin New York was nota Justice of 
the Peace and that the marriage was no mar- 
riage at all. Mrs. Graham says she then com- 
pelled Graham to marry her legally. the cere- 
mony bemg performed in Racine Nov. 13, 1889. 
She claims that since the second marriage Gra- 
ham has refused to recognize her as his wife and 
has declined to support ber, and that he has pub- 
licly made charges against her which, though un- 
tree, she could not deny for fear of personal vio- 
lence. She suid he tried to induce her to go to 
Elgin and procure a divorce. Judge Collins 
issued a ne exeat and required Graham to give 
$1.000 bonds. 

Graham was arrested by a Deputy Sheriff. He 
said he married Mrs. Graham in Racine while he 
was drunk, and that she took advantage of him. 
Mrs. Graham is one of the notorious family of 
Bangs sisters, Spiritualistic mediums. She is 
the youngest of the three.

QUESTIONING THE POWER OF CONGRESS. 


Ig an Appropriation for the World“ Fair 
Constitutional? 


EVANSTON, III., Jan. 7.—fEditor of The Trib- 
une.|— What provision of the Constitution gives 
Congress power to spend the public money for a 
Feir? The only power National Legisiature 
has is conferred by the Constitution, so that tne 
question is notimpértinent. Clause 1, Sec. 8. 
provides that Congress may raise money to pay 
the debts and provide for the common defense 
and general weifare of the United States. It is 
in these words: “ The Congress shall have power 
“to lay and colleéot taxes, duties, imports, and 
“excises, to pay the debts and provids for the 
“common defense and general welfare of the 
‘*Unitea States, but all duties, imposts, 
“ond exeises shall be uniform through- 
‘out the United States.” The obvious 
meaning of the above clause is 
that Congress shail have the 8 to raise 
money as therein specified for purpose of 

aying the debts of thé Uaited States and de- 
ending them, and for other purposes not there- 
in specified which shall conduce to their general 
welfare. What Con may do for the general 
welfare is specifie seventeen additional 
ciauses of the same section, and not one of them 
gives Congress ony pose to establish a Fair. 
Can Congress spen public money upon 
subject matter in regard to which it cannot leg- 
islate? The clause is restrictive, Congress can- 
not spend money except for the general ee 
For instance, Congress could not pay for bm 
ing State Houses for the new States. Are we to 
understand the clause as —.— a gh to Con- 
gress to do anything it pleases for the general 
weifare? If that be what the clause means the 
Constitution might have ended there. Congress 
would be the supreme power. Congress would be 
the sole judge of what was conducive to the gen- 
eral welfare and nobody wouid have any right to 
interfere with it. If thought that a President 
for life would be conducive tothe general wel- 
fare it might create one, It might even estab- 
lish an hereditary monarchy. It might abolish 
elections. If people complained it might say it 
was empowered to do what it pleased for the 
general welfare ang = bt those things con- 
ducive to the general Hare. All this is log- 
ically deducible from “ao premises that the 
clause empowers Congress to do whatever it 
pleases for the general welfare, and any one who 
contends for such a construction argues for an 
absurdity, 

The section containing the clause in question 
has seventeen other clauses containing spécifica- 
tions of what Congress may do, and of — 
could not have intended to confer b 
first clause an unlimited ower. — 
it says that Congress may raise money for 
the general welfare it meane in prametas 
the objects it is specifically empowered to legis- 
late for, and that it shall not ene money ex- 
cept for the Feneral welfare. No. 41 of the 

ederalist I find these words: It has been 
urged and echoed that the power to lay and col- 
lect taxes, duties, rmposts, and excises; to pay 
the debts and provide for the common defense 
and general welfare of the United States, amounts 
to an unlimited commission to exercise any 
power which may be alleged to be necessary for 
the common defense and general welfare. No 
stronger proof could be given of the distress 
under which these writers labor for objections 
than their stooping to such a misconstruction. 
Had no other enumeration or definition of the 
powers of Congress been found in the Constita- 
tion than the general expressions just citea the 
authors of the objections might have had some 
color for iu... But what coior can tne 
objection have when a specification of 
the objects alluded to by these general 
terms immediately follows. and is not even sepa- 
rated by a larger pause than a semi-colon? .. . 
Fer whut purpose could the enumeration of par- 
ticular powers be inserted if these and others 
were meant to beincludedin the preceding gen- 
eral power? , Nothing is more natural or 
common than first to use a eral phrase and 
then to explain and quality it by a recical of par- 
ticulars. ut the idea of an enumeration of par- 
ticulars which neither expiain nor qualify the 
general meaning and can have no other effect 
than to mislead is an absurdity.” 

In view of these considerations I ask where 
does Congress gét the power to spend the public 
money fora Fair? An exposition is a fine thing, 
but it would be dearly bought by a violation of 
the Constitution. Would it not weil for Con- 
prone to remember that all their power is derived 

roma higher power which it is their duty to 
obey? F. G. 

[The above argument is preciseiy what was so 
long urged against the power of Congress to 
make internal improvements, dredge rivers and 
harbors, etc. It is now obselete. Congress has 
large authority iu promotung schemes for the 
general welfare and favoring what it thinks 
suited to that end. It aided the Centennial Ex- 
position in Philadelphia, and even the strict con- 
struction Southern Democrats saw no objection 
to an appropriation for the exposition at New 
Orleans; nor to appropriations to stop the rav- 
ages of yellow-fever and to relieve the sufferers 
from earthquake at Charieston and from de- 
vastating overflows of great rivers, although no 
such purposes are mentioned in the Constitu- 
tion, Congress might well consider it in the in- 
terest of the general welfare to hold a World's 
Fair showing the progress of science and the 
uset al arts, and comparing the progress of this 
country with others. Suchan exhibition would 


be instructive and beneficial to the people at |

Five Thousaud” Miles in a Sledge. By 
Lionel F. Gowing. 

Everything about Russia and Siberia is in- 
teresting at the presenttime. As yet the 
market is not overstocked with the records of 
those who have ventured into the dreary re- 
gion of the Siberian steppes—that terra in- 
cognita across which we seem to see an end- 
less train of exiles wearily marching. From 
all accounts the country between the Ural 
Mountains and the Sea of Okhotsk is by no 
means a desert, but rather like the interior 
of America, with fertile plains 
and wide stretches ot forest land 
watered by broad, shallow rivers; 
a country which in the future, perhaps even 
before this continent is well filled with peo- 
ple from shore to shore, will be the natural 
outiet for the overflowof the too-thickly 
populated countries of Europe. Mr. Gowing 
and his friend, Mr. C. J. Wren, are the first 
Europeans to give to the world au account of 
the pleasures and perils of a mid-winter jour- 
ney across Siberia. The plan was origipally 
conceived on a hot August day in Shanghai, 
when doubtless the visions of briskly speed- 
ing over snow-tracts was particularly aliur- 
ing. But wat it was not merely a pass- 
ing fancy conjured up on a white 
hot summer day is shown by the fact that 
these two Englishmen, with no other motive 
than an Anglo-Saxon love of adventure and 
novelty, did start off Oct. 30, 1886, to go dy 
Sledge from Viadivostok on the eastern 
boundary of Siberia to Nizhni Novgorod in 
the center of Russia. They accomplished 
this feat with a knowledge of the Russian 
language Only sufficient to make known their 
wants. They galloped from post station to 
post station across frozen seas where they 
could hear the waves booming beneath them, 
up apd down precipitous hills, over wind- 
swept plains where the mercury froze, 
oy night and day the trav- 
eled, meeting all sorts and conditions of 
peo There seems to have been but one 
desire on the part of the stationmasters and 
that was to cheat them as much as possible. 

Of course when one picks up a book on 
Siberia the first question is: What about 
the exile system!“ Mr. Gowing appreciates 
this and briefly mentions it and dismisses it 
in the preface, in which he bears testimony 
to the unexaggerated truth of Kennan’s ac- 
count as far as he (Gowing) with his limited 
knowledge of Russian and Lr of 
observation could judge. e tLinks that 
things were set up for Dr. Lausdell in 
the prisons where they knew he was coming, 
and that, as he was absolutely igno- 
rant of the language, he was obliged 
to take such information as the Government 
officials chose to give him; and he quotes a 
foreign resident ot Siberia assaying that it 
wouid hardly be possible to exaggerate the 
sufferings of the political prisoners in Sibe- 
ria. Ine whole account of the trip is chatty 
and pleasant and leaves the impression of 
going at a flying gallop across an arctic coun- 
try with scarcely a pause at the scubby, ug'y 
towns. It is purely a surface description— 
almost a diary, with no especial problems 
touched on or any thoughts suggested. Still 
tuere is a certain individuality pervading the 
whcle—the writer is always Gowing as well 
as always going. His companion, Mr. Wren, 
to whom the not very good illustrations are 
due, developed consumption shortiy after 
reaching England. The hardships of the 
trip were doubtiess too severe for him. He 
died afew months later at his home, where 
he had hoped to spend a well-earned holiday 
after being away from it since be was scarce- 
ly more thana boy. (New York: D. Apple- 
ton & Co.) 


Brief Notices. 

Vols. XX. and XXI. of Leslie Stevens’ 
Dictionary of National Biography only carry 
this great work through the first six letters 
of the alphabet and into the seventh. At the 
same rate it would stretch to more than 
eighty volumes, but thatin our tongue the 
earlier letters are more often found as ini- 
tials than the later. It is evident, however, 
that in no case can the work be brought 
within fifty volumes, as originally proposed. 
The plan seems to be held to include nearly 
every individual Englishman of whom auto- 
biography exists or can, by most industrious 
ressarch, be constructed. For instance, we 
observe records of nine persons named Gale, 
a poet, an aeronaut, two ciergymen, three 
antiquaries, a tutor, and a surgeon, neither 
of whom can be said to be well known to 
fame. A good deal of space is given to the 
ancestry and posterity of the subjects named, 
which of course adds to the value and i:ter- 
est of the workin England and also among 
Americans seeking to tracean English origin.

I know 
that every word they contain comes from 
the bottom of one of the nobiest hearts beat- 
ing in this planet, and in presuming to cor- 
rect 80 apostolic a person as Mr. Gladstone, a 
man who belongs to the high priesthood of 
human nature, I am restrained by no hittle 
reverence and affection. But I kuow well, 
as all sane men must know by this time, that 
our great leader would prefer to any half- 
hearted acquiescence a firm yet respectful 
contradiction. Great is the truth, and it 
must prevail,” has been his watenword 
throughout his life, and he will forgive now, 
for the truth’s sake, the dental of one who 
sympathizes but who is not a disciple. 

Veiled in the golden cloud of a happy des- 
tiny, crowned with the lilies and roses of 
that perfect conjugal peace which Sweden- 
borg justiy thought the nobiest blessicg of 
human life, Mr. Gladstone—confident of his 
individual happiness-——forgets the conditions 
of human ‘nature. His appeal to Christian 
documents, his erudite citation of the 
Christian fathers, to prove a point which 
can only be established by Christian science, 
may be gently set aside for the present as 
irrelevant. To contend upon Biblical evi- 
dence that marriage is a contract for eter- 
nal life, never to be entered into with a 
new individual after bodily and spiritual 
separation from another, is not much, more 
tenable than to hold carnal love itself a 
thing to be avoided because the Apostie Paul 
rebuked the fleshly appetites and held matri- 
mony only a little better than concupiscence. 
Surely that Protestantism, which Mr. Glad- 
stone loves so well, decided long ago that 
human conscience is superior to any eonsti- 
tuted authority, and surely also free 
thought, the heir male of Protestantism, has 
convinced us at last that knuwiedge is an- 
tecedent to and supreme over the domina- 
tion of any documents. As I have elsewhere 
written the man who says that a book can 
corrupt his soul ranks his soul lower than a 
book, and even when a book is wise beyond 
the possibility of corruption it is poorer and 
feebier at best than the human inspiration 
out of which it came. Uniess the sun of 
human intelligence, like the sun of Joshua, 
has stood and is standing still, the later in- 
sbiration must supplement the earlier, and 
the Bible of humanity remain incomplete 
until many another book is written. Genera- 
tions ago Miiton added to it one luminous 
page, that in which, starting from Mr. Giad- 
stone’s side of the compass, he vindicated tne 
right of divorce in the name of the Christian 
document; ana Milton, were he living now, 
had he learned what man knows now, would 
have uttered truer, though not mightier, 
words in the name of. Christian inspiration. 

For surely, sir, the hour has come when 
the rights and needs of human nature are no 
longer to be decided by ths straggling tra- 
ditions, the vagrant and often feeble utter- 
ances of those who were martyrs and apos- 
tles of liberty once, but who, were they liv- 
ing now and waging the same conflict against 
social science, would be regarded as fit sub- 
jects for Bedlam. Since the age of St. Ath- 
anasius we have had the age of St. Servetus, 
whom I, for my own part, value more highly 
than most saints in the church’s calendar. 
We have drained our cities, reformed our 
manners, invented soap as an adjunct to 
water, and become, if a little less credulous 
ot documents, a great deal more tolerant to 
inspiration. The poet and the philosopher 
may now get in a word occasionally in the 


intervals of pastoral homilies and domiciliary 


exhortations. True, many of our discov- 
eries and a little eben of our inspiration are 
of comparatively small value. To find mag- 
nesium in the modn is perhaps not much 
more precious than to ascertain with Panurge 
that the moon is made of green cheese, 
while to establish the caudal ancestry of 
man is merely to corroborate the irony of 
Voltaire and to verify the fanciful flights of 
Lord Monbodde. Even Geothe’s discovery of 
the intermaxillary boue, though precious to 
sheer scientists, has had very littie effect on 
human nature. A larger and certainly less 
doubtful discovery is the quasi-iegai one 
that no contracts are really binding when 
the very nature of a contract is unintelligi- 
ble to the contracting individuals; and since, 
pace Christian documents, the marriage 
coatract is very seldom made in heaven, and 
is very frequently entered into by practr- 
cally irrational persons, the corollary of our 
discovery in this direction is—that such a 
contract as marriage should certainly not 
be eternal. 

To argue this part of the question thor- 
oughly out would far transcend the limits of 
a newspaper ietter. I must, therefore, leave 
those thousands of your readers who dis- 
puted whether marriage was a failure, to 
decide for themselves whether it should be 
everlasting. Far more important to the 
present issue is Mr, Gladstone’s extraord)- 
nary suggestion that the laxness of public 
opinion on the subject of the marriage con- 
tract is the main cause of the loose morals 
of modern society. Even here, upto a cer- 
tain point, I am with the modern apostie. I 
believe true marriage to be in its nature 
divine, but that is only another way of say- 
ing that conjugal love is of necessity eternal. 
Well has it been said that he who loves 
once can never love again.“ Perfect love 
between man and woman means complete 
fusion of two beings into one immortal soul, 
But when this love comes—and it does come, 
since miracles are daily wrought—we do not 
talk any longer of a contract; it is abolished, 
it has vanished; for the parties to it have no 
separate identity—they are 

Two souls with but a single thought, 

Two hearts that beat as one, 
Unfortunately, however, the miracle, if it 
happens atali, only happens once in a life- 
time, and after, in the majority of cases, 
many episodes of dishallucination. Are we 
to be told. in the face of experience, of rea- 
son, of knowledge in ourseives and around 
us, that, because a man or a woman has 
Ddlindly signed one contract, bas reached 
out loving arms and clasped only corrup- 
tion, has awakened from a dream of Heaven 
to the realizations of an Inferno, that he or 
she is to be preciuded forever from that 
morai redemption which love alone can 
give? Through the imperfection of even 
our present civilization many individuals 
commit in lawful marriage un innocent and 
pitiful wrong. Is tne sin so committed, by 
those who in thought are sinless, to be rat- 
ified, to be eternalized and christened 
“holy” by any so-called law of God, 
by any belated specters of the apos- 
tles! Is eternal solitude, eternal isolauon 
from all that makes life beautiful, eternal 
misery and shame, to be the portion of the 
creature who has been blinded, who has 
been hoodwinked, who has been charmed 
by Circe, voisoned treacherously by the 
Siren, polluted shamefully by the Satyr? II 
Christianity had taught this it would have 
long ago been cold and dead as the stones of 
tne sepulcher. It has not taught and it aces 
not teachit. Atits highest point or aspira- 
tion it embraces and uplifts instead of cor- 
rupting, misleading, and destroying poor 
human nature. It teaches us that tne one 
divine thing in humanity is love. It con- 
vinces us that when love attains its apogee 
it is not when stooping to sign a contract, but 
when soaring to an apotheosis. 


ual) of which the reality is love. But res- 
son teaches us, experience warns us, that 
there may be a symbol for things bodily as 
well as one for things spiritual. To the great 
majority of human beings the marriage con- 
tract means no more than a pledge to be kind 
and faithful, to resist temptation, to fulfill 
gently and affectionately the duties of the 
household. Such a contract is excellent, und 
suffices for the needs of large classes of the 
community; but surely there is nothing in 
its nature to warrant the assumption that it 
cannot be broken, if by no slighter cause, at 
least by the death of the individual. Outof 
the body it grew, and it perishes with the 
body. Leve had little todo with it—indeed, 
nothing—for love is of the soul. 

I have nospace, at least now, to traverse 
the whole ground of an argument which Mr. 
Gladstone carefully contives to the region of 
orthodox belief. The Dome of Heaven is 
wider than that of St. Peter's or St. Paul's, 
and the Bible of Humanity is broader even 
than the Old and New Testaments and the 
whole library of the Christian Fathers. It is 
sad, yet beautiful, in this nineteenth century, 
in the era of religious freedom and moral 
emancipation, to behold a great and good 
man gazing mildly backwards on the fairy 
lands of Palestine and Judea, and in order to 
find some vanished star of love, waving 
aside such cloudy apparitions as the couat- 
less wives and concubines of Solomon. Most 
strange of allitis to be told at the present 
period of social despair that a man or a 
woman nas only one solitary stake for happr- 
ness, and that, although the bride is a Faus- 
tina or the bridegroom a Trimalchio-Cesar, 
the marriage contract is nevertheless eternal! 


AN ARMY OF SQUIRRELS, 


Amazing Migration from the Borders of 
New York Into the Southwest. 

The squirrel season of 1889, which by State 

law opened Sept. 1 and closed with the year, 

will long be remembered in Center, Clinton, 


of what seemed to be almost a miraculous 
visitation of squirrels, extending over a belt 
thirty miles wide and 100 miles long, and con- 
tinuing between five and six weeks. In 
fact, so pientiful was this species of game 
that, instead of being hunted and 
chased hy local gunners, the equirreis be- 
came rather a pest and a scourge, from 
which the country people had to defend 
themselves as best they might with imple- 
ments ready at hand. The squirrels overrun 
this region in droves, and swarms, and ar- 
mies, coming seemingly from the North, and 
pursuing’ a route, as by instinct, with approx- 
imate accuracy toward the South and South- 
west. A paragraph appeared in the New 
Vork Sus about the end of August to the ef- 
fect that a great migra don of squirrels was 
going on from the western part of New York 
State, southwestward through Pennsylvania, 
toward the proverbial squirrel-feeding 
grounds of Eastern Tennessee, That, proba- 
bly, was what it was, for the like of it was 
never seen nereabouts before, and oid hunt- 
ers fail to explain the phenomenon with any 
other view. 

As near as the writer could ascertain the 
visitation in this section was first noticed in 
the first week of September, in the neighbor- 
hood of Renova, a thriving lumber town on 
the west branch of the Susquehanna, in the 
northern end of Clinton County. One after- 
noon, without any preliminary sign or warn- 
ing, a drove of squirreis—gray, red, and 
biack—eatered the place ard scattered them- 
selves everywhere through the streets. They 
invaded the houses, scampered all over the 
shade trees that bordered the principal thor- 
oughfares, and disported themselves in the 
yards and gardens. Where they came 
from no one knew, but the people, when 
they had recovered from their amazement 
at the novel sight, proceeded to exe- 
cute a work of extermination. House- 
keepers and servant-maids seized broums, 
pokers, sticks of stove wood, and anything 
that came handy, and drove the frisky little 
animals from garret, bedrooms, kitchen, and 
cellar. The boys of the town armed them- 
selves with clubs and stones and carried on 
a wholesale siaughter. Good marksmen 
would take down tneir shotguns and choose 
a position under the trees in the back yard, 
and in the course of afew minutes bring 
down ten or a dozen squirrels from the 
boughs overhead. The squirrels were in 
poor condition, however, and stews were 
found to be the most satisfactory style for 
dishing them up. This lasted four days, and 
then the squirrels ceased coming and began 
to disappear from the town. 

It was found that they had crossed the 
West Branch just south of Renova. Some 
lumbermen out in the river in a boat came 
across a scattered army of them swimming 
straight across the stream. Then they were 
lost sight of in the ridges of the tern 
Alleghenies, ascending from the banks of 
the Susdvehanna there. Sportsmen now and 
then reporta good day’s shooting in the 
mountains, but it was evident that tne droves 
haa dispersed themselves over wider terri- 
tory and were on the onward march. A 
week later they appeared at the Moshannon 
Creek, at a point fifteen miles to the south- 
west. The banks of the creek there are 
thickly wooded with heavy timber, and for a 
distance of half a mile the trees skirting the 
banks were literally alive with squirrels, 
chattering, jumping about, running hither 
and thither, and making a great ado gener- 
ally. Wide-awake gunners in that locality 
found the trysting place, and shot them 
down by hundreds, 

From there, with a scarcely perceptible 
loss of numbers, the squirreis betook them- 
selves again to the wild mountain ranges ly- 
ing south by west, crossing numberless 
minor streams in their path, and again 
emerged to the open country at the foot of 
the uncy Mountains, forty miles below 
Renova and five miles west of Bellefonts, 
the county-seat of Center. The Muncy 
Mountains, under varying names, run west 
by south from the Town of Muncy down into 
Cambria County. At the point mentioned 
they are calied the Baid Eagle Mountains. 
Here the squirrels seemed to find another 
agreeable trysting place. The mountain 
slopes and the. valley bottoms here 
aboundéd in hickory, chestnut, oak, and 
beech trees, loaded down with an un- 
usually heavy crop of nuts. The squirreis 
lingered for a week, and then resumed their 
march again, passing down the fertile valley 
of Buffalo Run, south of Bald Eagle, where 
they laid waste rich acres of corn in the feld, 
and rendered themselves disliked by their 
familiarity im the farm yards and farm 
houses. In this oper country the hordes 
were so numerous that frequently sportsmen 
could stand out in a field and shoot six and 
eight ofa single tree, and sometimes mors 
than one at a single shot. Forty or ty 
squirreis in one day’s bunt were considered 
nothing out of the way among the local 
sportsmen that week. It was estimated by 
peopie in Buffalo Run Valley that fully 3,000 
pa were killed within a radius of three 
miles. 

By this time it was the second week of Oc- 
tober. After leaving Buffalo Run Valley the 
squirréfs again disappeared in the mountains, 
and were next heard of in the settied district 
twenty miles to the south, along the upper 
and western border of Huntingdon and Blair 
Caqunties. Later on, in gradually lessening 
numbers, they were heard of in the western 
end of Bedford. At that point the writer’s 
information ceases. It is likely, however, 
that if inquiries were made along an approx- 
imate line to the southwest the route trav- 
eled subsequentiy by the squirrel army could 
be traced with tolerable clearness, Taking as 
the guiding element the portion of the jour- 
ney and the direction sketched above, m 
Renova to Bedford, the distance traversed 
from the lower border of New York State to 
the 1 — border of West Virginia could not 
have u less than 200 miles, and the total 
distanee to the t Tennessee feeding 
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Atlanta Constitution: The Okeefenokee 
Swamp, commonly called the “ Oxerfee- 
noke,” is one of Nature's anomalies, 
Since the days of the Indian wars in 
South Georgia and Florida little has been 
heard of it, because railway and telegraph 
lines and missionaries and civilization shun 
it as they would a death-exbaling upas. But 


there are people there—peoplé who chew to- 
bacco, and spit red, and say thar,“ and 
cuss,” and cut each other’s throats at brief 
intervals., The swamp has never been pene- 
trated by civilized men, and never crossed 
by men of any kiad. Beginning in an unset- 
tied portion of South Georgia the swamp ex- 
tends for over a hundred miles, more than 
half of it being in Florida. It is from ten to 
fifty miles wide. It is an ocean of cypress, 
morass, and tropical undergrowth. It is at 
once a mud and a quicks and, and to venture 


far in it is to perish. 

Over this miasmatic void ever-collecting 
tropical clouds hover like ill-omened birds 
from day to day, and, lazily turning their 
violet flanks, they burst in drenching showers 
upon the already flooded swamp. The Okee- 
fenokee itself is a territorial menagerie, 
more full of hoofed and horned creeping 
things than the lowered sheet which the 
dreaming Peter saw. On its outer edges 
deer walk, coons crawl, and catamounts and 
panthers climb, while inside, over its oozy, 
inky bosom, huge ten-foot saurians with iron, 
grasping jaws and serpents of every size 
shade luxuriate in the green and botto 
siime and feed upon intruders and u 
each other. For many miles in width bord 
ing on this swamp there is one of the finest 
cattle ranges in the world. It is in this 
range that the rough denizens known as the 
‘‘Okerfeenoke people” live. They live on 
honey and hunt bears, and don’t have any 
tops to their houses to speak of. The in- 
crease of their herds they drive to the near- 
est shipping point once a year and sell. 
These people are rougher than tney are JA emt 
Still, they have their redeeming qualities 
and their ideas of hospitality, but you have 
to draw them out. 

It was the second day of November that I 
landed at the nearest railway station to the 
locality I wanted to visit. hired a team 
and drove sixty-five miles—a two days’ 
journey—to Mylerville on the Okeefenokee. 
Mylerville was my destination. I paid 
the driver the morning after we got 
there, and he drove away and left me. 1 
never felt so civilized and Jonesome in my 
life. Mylerville was not a town. It was a 
„settlement,“ and extended for many miles, 
the houses being grouped together with in- 
tervals of from one to four miles between 
each house. I engaged board for three weeks 
with Jack Mvier, the patriarch of the settle- 
ment.“ The man was dressed in osnabures, 
and looked like a bear. He bad a wife and 
daughter and-six 2 sons. His wife was 
a dilapidated-looking creature, with bulging 
eyes and a twang to her voice. The one 
event in her life, which she spoke of con- 
stantly, was a thirty-mile ride on a steam- 
begt, which she had taken the year she was 
married. But her husband generally threw 
a damper over the boasting she made about 
her travels by reminding her that when she 
boardea the steamer they had to blindfold 
her ana back her on board like a refractory 
mule, 

Old man Jack's sons were all single and 
lived with him. They were the ruling spirits 
and society leaders of the neighborhood. 
They never considered themselves dressed 
for company uniess they were accoutered 
with a revolver, a dirk, and a bottle of 
lie cure.“ Beyond these indispensables 
they cared little about what else they wore. 

One day young Jack toid us of a party he 
had just attended in the neighborhood. It 
had been a social failure. He said: “The 
licker gin out at 10 o’ciock, and thar weren’t 
but two fignts durin’ the huli evenin’. The 
party was a failure outen and out. But,“ he 
continued, next Saddy night thar’s a gal 
name Victoree Miller gwine to marry upon 
Black Creek, and you must go long with us 
to the weddin’. ou’ll have a nice time, 
They’ll have no end of grog; they'll dance 
all night; and long te’rds daylight there's 
bound to be some o the ailfirdest fiten you 
ever see in yo’ life. Ijesssee em knockin’ 
down and draggin’ out now.“ 

And young Jack’s face fairly glowed with 
an anticipated pleasure. I didn’t catch the 
spirit of Jack's enthusiasm. He noticed it, 
and said: 

“Et you want to take a hand that night 
you sail in. Us six will see you out.“ 

The following Saturday night I and the 
six Myler brothers set out on horseback for 
the wedding on Black Creek. 

I felt a little squeamish over the fact that 
I was going unbidden to the feast. It was 
the first wedding to which I had ever gone 
uninvited. But the six brothers said it 
didn’t make any difference, as they and I 
together would whip the entire wedding 
party if anvthing was said about my not be- 
ing welcome. This eased.my mind consider- 
ably. Arriving at the residence of Miss 
*Victoree Miller“ we found a double-pen 
one-story log house all aglow with 
light, around which horses were tied so 
thick that they looked like huge flies 
around a gigantic lump of sugar. At least 
100 guests were present, and outside of my 
own party of seven every man had come on 
horsebaca, bringing a jug tied to the horn of 
his saddle and a girl on behind him. I was 
anxious that no one should know I was un- 
invited. But as ‘soon as old man Miller, 
the father of the bride, was introduced to 
me he carried me into the house in front of 
the guests, and, calling them to order, ex- 
claimed: 

This is Mr. —; treat him well. He ain't 
invited here tonight. but he’s jest as welcome 
as any body.“ 

Isincerely wished that Victoree's “ father 
had never been born. Soon afterward the 
magistrate performed the ceremony. The 
groom was arrayed in a buckskin jacket 
and a pair of jeans pants. The bride 
wore a spotted calico dress. She was 
barefooted, and had a blue ribbon bow 
tied on to each big toe. They made 
a striking ‘appearanve. After the supper 
and ceremony the dancing began. At mat 
time I weighed about 4 hundred pounds. My 
partner was a giri of 18 who wore No. 9 
shoes and weighed at least 170 pounds. The 
dance grew fast and furious, and every time 
I went to turn my partner she would grab 
me by the hands and swing me round so 
whirlingly that the toes of my shoes wouid 
just touch the floor like the feet of a dancing 
jack tied to a string. At last, in the midst of 
the dance, somebody stepped on somebody 
else’s foot, anda general melee ensued. 1 
never smelt so much whisky and heard so 
many oaths and saw as many dirks and re- 
volvers drawn in the same length of time in 
my life. Four or five men were knocked 
senseless; the women screamed aud fled, 
and all the candles were blown out but two. 
Men were yelling like panthers and surg- 
ing in every direction. I concluded that 
if I didn’t draw a revolver like the rest they 
would think I was stuck up and unsociable 
and murder me for it. In the excitement of 
the moment I dived my hand into my over- 
coat ket and drew what I thought was my 
pistol and flourished it aloft in the dim flicx- 
ering light. Immediately every man in the 
room made toward me with a rush. I thought 
my ume had come. I tried to pull the trigger, 
but I could neither feel nor ud it. At last 
the men got to me, but instead of striking 
me they began to pat me on the shoulder ana 
cry out: “Shoot me first! Shoot me first! 
Shoot every barrel of it into me!“ 
For the first time looked at 
my weapon and was amazed. In 
my excitement [ had drawn a 
pint flask instead of a :pistol, and had been 
trying to hold the crowd at bay withit. I 
shot m with it till the ammunition gave 
out. The drawing of this unusual weapon 
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
